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PREFACE 


The third volume of the Tertian Calendm covers two momentous 
years^ 1770-1^ dining which the Mahiattas^ hui ning to avenge their 
defeat at Pampatj stiwe to establish an empiie in Hindustan^ and began 
to thi eaten the English possessions in Bengal. Their giadual advance^ 
as one chief after anothei fell befoie them^ needed all the resource and 
vigilance of the English Company^ if they were to defeat the gatheiing 
league of enemies They had however one advantage on their side. 
The name of the ‘ Gieat Mogul ^ was still a power m the land , anyone 
who could obtain his fai mans and the sanction of his authority foi then 
aets^ and was also able to back that authoiity with foice^ found them- 
selves in the position of champions of law and light as against rebels 
The holdei of that t'tle was now the pensionei and dependant of the 
English^ living at Allahabad. The letters aie a chronicle of the moiti- 
flcations^ the hesitations and the manoeuvies of that unhappy cieatuie 
to escape to his own capital. On one side were the English who gave 
him secuiity and a pension and made use of his authoiity on the other 
the Mahiattas, who held out the pleasing illusions of freedom and glory 
When they seized Delhi, Shah Alam hesitated no moie^ abandoning his 
place of safety and his pension_, he cast in his lot with the enemies of 
the Company. 

Fiom the tangle of plot and counter-plot^ of intiigue and suspicion 
the peibonality of the Governor of Foit William in Bengal^ to whom 
most of the letteis in this volume aie addiessed or in whose name they 
weie issued^ does not emerge with any great distinctness He was 
John Cartier ; a man who had received the thanks of the Board for his 
services when Chief of Dacca, and whose administration was latei to win 
the praises of Bui ke. In 1769 as Senior Member of Council he suc- 
ceeded Verdst; the letmng Goveinor. His chief characteristics seem 
to have been caution and a capacity foi agreeing with his Council. But 
the times needed gi eater qualities of leadership than were ever his; his 
name is haidly remembered no w^ and in the DicUoncDU of National 
JiiogiajpJiy we shall seek for him in vain 

The Introduction and Appendixes are the work of Maulavi Badrud-

INTRODUCTION 


The first volume o£ this series deals mainly with the circumstances VoL L 
that led to the transfer of the sovereign power m Bengal fiom the hands 
of the puppet JVdzmSj whom the East India Company raised to the 
thione one aftei another^ into those of the Company^ and the giadual 
consolidation of that powei. It covers nine of the most eventful years 
in Indian history. 

The 1 evolution that took place m Bengal in 1757 turned the Effects of 
attention of the chiefs of Noithein India to the eastein piovinces. 

They saw^ and could hardly see unmoved;, a handful of foieigneis 
gatheimg wealth and powei in the lich lowlands of Bengal^ and even 
presuming to dictate m matteis connected with the .subahclwil of Bengal^ 

Behai and Oiissa. An excuse for joining in what seemed to them 
would be a sci amble for the spoils was soon forthcoming and was 
leadily seized. 

The Empeioi ^Alamgh II lived at Delhi^ a viitual prisoner in the 
hands of his ministei Gbazm'^d-Din. His son;, the Pi nice Imperial 
^Ali Guhai’;, had fled and now resolved to use and fiee his father. Having 
secured a patent from his fathei for the huhaliUdn of Behai;, his next 
move was to attempt the conquest of the Eastern PiovmceS;, which 
would supply him with men and money. He was joined at once by 
ShujaVd-Daulah^ Snbaittid'i of Ondh_, Muhammad Quli Khau; governor 
of Allahabad; Balvant Singh, Eaja of Benares and Ghazipui, and other 
neighboiiiing petty chiefs. And so finding himself at the head of 40,000 SJidhzd> 
moie 01 less zealous followers, he was able to cioss the Karamnassa in the dah invades 
eaily pait of 1 759 and to invest Patna (157)^. Meantime GhaziuM- Bebar 
Din Khan in the name of the Emperoi had sent orders to his satiap 
Mil S{ibalidd) oi Ndct?}i oi Bengal, to oppose the Piince and, if 

possible, to apprehend him and send him aprisonei to Delhi (123). It 
seems that the Ndztm was ready to buy peace with this dangeious 
league, and would have done so, but foi the inteivention of Clive, at 
this time Governor of Poit William in Bengal (26) Eoi the Company, 
in their own inteiest, could not but oppose the Pimce ; they were bound 
to secuie the thione of the Ndz'im^ who was then cieatuie, and prevent 
it fiom falling into stiongei hands, lest the lesults of the battle of 
Plassey should be undone The main&pnng of the hostile expedition 
was Muhammad Qtuli Khan, governoi of Allahabad ; but befoie either 
side had struck a blow Clive had won him ovei in the usual way. (We 
find the fiist indications of this noble^'s fiiendship foi the English in 
lettei 94.) Deseited by Muhammad Quli lOian and worsted in lepeated 
encounters with the J^Jdunds aimy, the Hlidlizdilali lealised at length the Is defeated, 
futility of peisevenng with the expedition^ PIis money was exhausted ^ 
and himself ^educed to such uttei miseiy that he wiote to Clive imploiing piotection

The results of Plassey suiprised no one moie than the \ictors 
themselves. They found themselves committed to playing a part ex- 
pressly foi bidden by the Coiiit of Directois^ yet foieed upon them by 
tbeii surioundings^ if their lives and then pioperties weie to lemain safe. 
And with success came ambition. That then ambitions weietoo often 
tainted is haidly to be wondeied at^ when we beai m mind the age^ the 
country and their pai ticular cii ciimstances^. The Xdzim veiy soon saw 
that he could not satisfy the seivants of the Company^ unless he yielded 
to each and eveiy exoibitant demand as it was put forwaid His trea- 
sury was alieady diamed of its last coin in making good the lavish 
pi onuses to the Company and its chief sen ants individually Bengal 
was bankiiiptj and was fast neaiing anaichy The invasion of the 
Shall zadali made matters woise It exposed the uttei helplessness of 
the Isd'him and showed the Company how completely he depended on 
them to defend his teiiitoiies fioin outside attacks They foi their pait 
considered that the sei vices which then tioops lendcied him on this 
occasion^, justified them in seeking yet fiuthei piivileges^ among which 
was the giant of the Faiijclwil of Sylhet and Islamabad But theiVa^^w 
refused to go so fai^ and the lelations between him and the Company 
vrere stiained to the bieaking-pomt (150). All this while a shiewd 
and ambitious young man was watching the development of events. 
Qasim ^Ali Qian (often called Mir Clasim) had been deputed by his 
father-in-law Nawab Mii JaTai to go to Calcutta as his repi esentative 
to settle matters with the Council He asked foi a pi ivate meeting with 
Vansittait-^, who was now the Governoi at Poit William;, and then and 
theie stiuck a shameful bargain on his own account (400). Hepiomiscd 
the cession of the three distiicts of Buidwan^ Midnapiii and Chitta- 
gong to the Company, if his fathei-in-law could be lemoved fiom the 
masmd to make loom foi him The temptation was too much to be 
resisted In October 1760 the old ally of Plassey was deposed by the 
Council, and the new fiiend of the Company Avas installed in his place.

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soon as he found himself installed on the viasnad of Muishidabad^ 
his tiist care was to giant all the concessions he had promised to 
the Company as the puce of his elevation to the thione^ and to see 
that all such payments as weie due to them weie made as soon as 
possible. With this view he set himself to legulating the levenue 
system of the country But he soon began to feel that he had an 
impossible task befoie him. His difficulties weie increased by the ovei- 
beaiing insolence of the Compaiiy^'s seivantsh The tiade of the Com- 
pany was confined to impoits and expoits and was exempt fiom cus- 
toms and tiansit duties. This was quite cleai^ and the Ndu^ds 
government nevei challenged this light. But when the seivants of 
the Company;, who weie allowed to engage m the inland trade on then 
own account^ began to abuse the clastals (passports) of their employeis 
hy smuggling goods under then sanction^ the N cairn natuially giew 
indignant The Company's seivants not only asseited that they were 
Piivate tiade. entitled to caiiy on piivate trade duty-free^ but sold this stolen piivilege 
to othei native tradeis. These tradeis chose eithei to become commei- 
cial agents of the Company oi to pay them laige sums foi pei mission 
to tiade in their name it was the only way to save themselves from 
ruin from such unfaii competition The public levenue was thus 
shamefully defrauded^ and the ill-feelmg engendered showed itself in 
constant acts of hostility against the officials of the Nizdmat (1669^ 
lb82; 1703). But that was not all* the Nd%im began to suspect 
that the English were secietly negotiating with the Empeioi to acqmie 
the JDlvdiil of his dominions, and so wrest the revenue administiation 
of his country from his hands altogethei (T^91) 

A duty of 9 per cent on the piime cost in one lump sum was imposed 
upon the inland trade of the Company’s seivants It had been agreed 
Vanbittait m to by one of their own repiesentatives, Henry Vansittait, the Governor. 

But no sooner had Vansittait published the agieement to the Council 
than the whole body denounced it in the most vehement tei ms Not 
a pice, they declared, would they pay on any commodity, except the 
duty of per cent on salt, the only duty to which the Ndzm in their 
opinion was entitled. Warren Hastings alone sided with the Governor 
in upholding the justice of the agreement against the clamours of blind 
self-interest. Every attempt at conciliation only pioduced more hecto- 
ring ; every effort to obtain a fail settlement was met with obsti action, 
until at length the Ndztm resolved on a bold step He abolished all 
duties, and so placed his own subjects on an equal footing with the Com- 
pany's servants (1695, 1781). This was too much foi his opponents, 
War between at once declared war upon him. William Ellis, Chief of Patna 
factory, a hot-headed, nervous man with exaggerated ideas of the dan- 
geis of his own situation, captured the town. "What followed, is a 
matter of common history. Mir Qasim was deposed, and the aged 
Mir JaTar was brought out from his seclusion and again seated on

not befoie all the English piisoners including Mi Ellis had been massa- 
cred^. His intention was to proceed fiist to the Deccan and try to 
engage the Mahiattas in his favoiii; oi failing this, to go to the coiniti j 
of the Eohiilas, whose assistance he hoped to buy with his money. But 
the Vazir of Oudh had heaid of the tieasure he was cai lying, and 
was determined to lob him (1962). He saw in him too a possible 
tool to use against the English, and so he sent letters full of sympathy 
and piomises, and succeeded in inviting him to the Empeioi^s Couit at Mir Qasim 
Allahabad (2053), This diewan emphatic protest from the English, and at the 
the Empeioi and the Vazii weie asked to delivei up Mii Qasim (2 JO 5, bJomt. 
2062) The Vazii, who had the Empeioi in his powei, temponzed 
Both he and the Company were desiious of enteiing into a mutual 
alliance, but neithei party was prepared to yield to the teims of the 
other . the Vazii would not betray Mir Qasim and the English would 
not cede the province of Behar (2050) 

Mir JaTar had no qiiaiiel with Shujahi^d-Daulah and would have 
made peace wuth him most readily, if left to act independently. For 
the w^oist that he could expect from Shu;jaVd-DaulaVs ascendency over 
him w^as to remain under his tutelage, w'hich ivould at any rate leave 
him a free hand in the admmisti ation of his own dominions. But under 
the Company he was in a much worse position. He had haidly any Mii Ja'fai*b 
money ill the treasury, and the state of his country promised nothing 
towards the filling of it The unhappy Buhahda') beivailed to the Boaid 
the mournful condition of his province. ^Mei chants^ he writes, ^refuse 
to pay the customary duties under cover of the protection of English 
factories The gimashtahs of the Company have forcibly taken pos- 
session of villages and force tobacco and other goods upon the ia'^llnqddis 
and ryots, whereby the country is desolated and a very heavy loss 
falls upon the The agents of several Englishmen eveiyw^heie 

buy and sell rice and othei grains in the markets and granaries of 
Bengal, whereby the I'aajddrs and other officers are prevented from 
sending grain to the army. The woodfaim belonging to Puinea, 
which has hitherto paid a tribute of Rs 50,000 a year, is now in the 
hands of the English, and His Excellency [Mir JaTai] does not receive 
a single kauri from it* The sepoys who are sent from the factories 
into different parts of the country to hear complaints, desolate the vil- 
lages and put the ryots to flight by their oppressions, wheieby His 
Excellency’s revenues are greatly injured The poor of the country 
who used always to deal in salt, betelnut, tobacco, etc., have now been 
deprived of their daily bread by the trade of the Europeans’ (2410) In 
addition to all this there was theunceasing demand for money to meet

the Jats^ (2533A); to delay marching to his capital might mean to lose 
it ^ to march at once meant breaking with the English and falling

Loid Clive sailed foi England on 20 Januaiy 1767^ leaving * 

Veielst in charge of the Company’s affairs in Bengal Nawab "V'erelst suc- 
Saifu^d-Daulah^ the second son of Nawab Mil JaTai; had succeeded 


his brothei NajinuM-Daulah on the throne of Muishidabad in May 
17 GO. The fugitive Nawab Mir Qasim had not yet given up all hope 
of legaining Bengal and of diiving the English fiom the countiy 
It was lumouied that he had invited the Afghan king Ahmad Shah 
Abdali to come and help him On 2 Eebiuaiy 1707 the Governor Sbah 
leceived a letter from Muhammad Riza Khan, infoiming him that Abdali 
Ahmad Shah had crossed the Attock and was 120 miles fiom Lahoie 
(11 A) Six yeais had passed since the battle of Panipat had raised 

the Af gh an invadei in the eyes of eveiy devout Mussulman to the 
position of Champion of Islam in India. As a giea,t part of the 
Calendar deals with his movements, it is not unfitting to give heie an 
outline of his eaily life and connection with India. 

Ahmad Shah was a lieutenant of the conqueioi NMir Shah of His early 
Pei sia, and belonged to the Saddozai family of the Abdali clan of

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Afghans On the assassination of Nadir Shah in 1747 he leturned 
to Afghanistan and pioelaimed himself king at Kandahai, claiming 
sway ovei the eastern pait of Nadii^s wide empiic that sfci etched fiom 
the Caspian Sea to the iivei Indus. lie managed to hung a numbei 
of tubes under his contiol^ and aftei amassing a consideiable tpiantity 
of money and a huge aimy^ invaded India in the same yeai and took 
Alultan and Lahore Lut the Mu gh al aimy undei Pi nice Ahmad 
and the Yazii Qamaiidd-Din Khan soon met and defeated him at

of the Empeior On his letuin to Afghanistan he left the Punjab 
undei his son Timui Shah But he had again to letum to India 
moie than once to protect his conquests fiom those until mg maiaudeis 
the jMahrattas and the Sikhs w'ho weie foi evei leady to take advan- 
tage of the disoideis in Delhi, w^hoie the haled GhazlYd-Din inled 
as a despot in the name of the feeble Ahmad Shah The Mahiattas 
were gaining stiength day by day , it seemed likely that they wmuld 
establish an empiie of then own in the vciy heait of Hindustan, and 
even make the Cheat Mughal and othei Muhammadan chiefs theii 
vassals, i£ not then sla\es Their lapid piogiess so teiiified the 
Muhammadan piinces of Hindustan that they sent an invitation to 
Aliimad Shah Ahdali, enti eating him to come and delivei them fiom ^ the 
enemies of the countiy and Religion The Shah responded to then call, 
and on 0 Jannaiy 1761 he met some b00,C00 Mahiattas at Panipat 
and indicted upon them ateiiible defeat. But the Sikhs still tioubled 
the Punjab, and thrice again was Ahmad Shah compelled to come 
down to India., once in 17()2^ again in 17(57 and once moic in 1709 

It is with the ShaKs expedition in 1707 that the second Aolume 
of the VeiSKUi Calenda) begins At this time Raghunath Rao, uncle 
to the young Peshwa Madhu Rao, ivas in Hindustan lavaging the 
countiy of the Jats He had besieged Gohad, whoso chief had rebelled 
against the Mahiattas aftei then defeat at Panipat. Raghunath Rao 
w^as joined by anothei gicat Mahiatta chief, Mulhai Rao Hulkai, wdio 
had assisted ShiijahPd-Daiilah m his campaigns against the English in 
1705, and had lately been iiiging the Empeior to thiow oft the English 
piotection and maich to the capital The devastation spiead by the 
two chiefs had alarmed all Hindustan, including the piotcge of the 
Company Naw^'ab ShujaVd-Daiilah 

While the Mahiattas weie following theii tiaditional occupation 
of plundei and lapine, Ahmad Shah entered India with a laige aimy. 
Ciossing the Indus at Attock, he proceeded to Lahoie, although his 
advance was continually haiassed by the Sikhs No sooner had the 
news of the invader^s appioach reached India than Raghunath Rao 
changed his plan. He foi th with made his peace wath the Jats and 
invited the othei chiefs of Hindustan to combine against the Shah. 
The Shah in the meantime moved towards Delhi and called upon the 
Rohillas to join him (20). But he had only pioceeded as fai as Fateh- 
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abaci wlion the Sildis fell upon liis baggage neai LahoiCy tin catenmg 
the city itself which was held by tlie 8haldb biothei-in-iaAv, He was 
obliged to fall back upon Lahoie, Imt aftei a slant uhile losuined his 
maich towauls Hellii. \(‘t tlie Sikhs still clung to him; lliough not 
daiiiig to raecl the un^adei face to face^ iliey ho\eiecl about his ai my ^ ^ ^ 

at a distance; now atiacknig its vanguaid, now pluncleiing Ins baggage Sikhs 

Theie was cleaily no chan(*c of c i iisliiiig tin ni; as lie had ciiishedthe 
Mahiattas six yeais agO; mihout tlie co-o]ienit]on of the chiefs of 
Hindustan Ilis A^azii Sluth Vali K]ian theicfoie sent invitations to 
the Empeioi; to Nanab Sliujahikl-DauLili and to otliei chiefs of Noi- 
tliein India,; calling upon them to come and pay homage to the 
SlidJi-i-SJialian ^ (r)(l;2!()) Almost all; excepting the Empcioi; sent 
/ ^//7/s to wait upon His Af gh an 'j\Iajest} (71);107('!j Even Itaghu- 
nath HaO; who A\as panic sliKdcen at the Slialds piogiesS; sent 
to Ins coiiit The dealli of Miilhai itao llnlkai added to Ins confusion 
and feai; and he began to contemplat(' leli eating to the Deccan Shiili 
Alam cast wistful lookh t<nwnds one who he Iiojied would subdue all 
Ilindnstan foi him and scat liiiU; an Einpeioi at last m deed as in 
name; njion his ihioneaL Delhi Dut he t'ould notneive Inraself to 
thiow^ oh the protection of the English; espoeiall^ when the Shah wms TbcCom- 
still so ia^ fiom Delhi The Eiiglisli weie deienninedto tliwait 
designs of the Af'Ai'in king, oi at least to make sine tliat he did not 
pioeeed fuithei than ilie cmpit d Tliey feuied, and with good leasoii;

laigei force than the one with which he had oveithiown the Mahiattas^ 
a far more foimidable eneray^ a few yeais ago (12x1). It is haidly 
possible to doubt that the rumoiii was tiue which said that Mir Gasim 
had invited him to India_, and that the Shah'^s object was not meiely to 
punish the lefiactoiy Sikhs but to lestoie Mil Qasim to the thione of 
Murshidabad Foi there is this common chaiacteristie about the 
Muhammadan invaders of India They all came to this iich countiy 
with the piimaiy object of plunder. But in oidei to palliate and ledeem 
the true natuie of theii mission they always gave out that they came 
as Defendeis of the Tine Paith against the power of the Infidel. In 
17G1 the conqueioi had justified his invasion by his triumph ovei the 
Mahrattas. What should be his object this time ^ Most likely the 
expulsion of the English and the lestoiation of an ^oppiessed; fugitive 
and homeless^ Nawab But a gi eat change had taken place in the 
political condition of India. In 1759 all the Muhammadan chiefs of 
Hindustan weie on his side ; now the most poweiful of them all^ Nawab 
Shujah’dd-Daulah^ stood aloof and was actually leagued with the veiy 
power vrhom he might have engaged in battle The Shah was not 
piepaied to meet a confedeiacy of the English_, the Vazir and the Sikhs. 
He therefoie gave a curt leply to Mii Qasim , and letumed to his 
country (279^ 1365). 

The Sikhs now gathered moie stiength and captuied Lahoie^ 
expelling his Hindu governor Kabuli Mai. Jasa Singh^, one of theii 
most celebiated leaders^ took possession of the subali of Lahore^ and 
struck rupees with the pioud legend ^Coined by the gi ace of Khalsaji 
in the countiy of Ahmad conqueied by Jasa Singh KalaP Ahmad 
Shah theiefoie again oiossed the Indus in 1769 ^ to punish the Sikhs^ 
and advanced as fai as the Sutlej^ the enemy again fleeing bcfoie him 
But some 12^000 of his tioops^ dissatisfied piobably with then small 
success hitherto^ deseited him and maiched back to Kabul The defec- 
tion of such numbeis compelled him to letrace his steps homewaid^ 
still haiassed by the Sikhs until he had passed the Chenab (1499) 

Meanwhile the loyal court at Allahabad was seething with faction 
and mtiigiie The Empeioi'’s dislike of the Vazir was of long standing. 
He could not forget his own foimei subjection^ the hopes of freedom 
and the promises of aggiandizement held out to him aftei Buxar^ all 
suddenly to be shattered by Clive^ who lestoied to the A^azir his titles 
and his teiritoiies ; and now the A^azir was the sworn ally of his

conqtierois, the English. For the Vazir then he could only nouiish the ¥oL IL 
bitteiest hate^ and to hate was added the suspicion that he was again 
tiying to get the Emperoi into his power (1044). The Vazii^s deputy 
01 Naih at Couit was Nawab MunliuM-Daulah; a nobleman who had 
giown old in the seivice of Shah ^Alam^s father^ and now enjoyed the 
confidence of the son. The 8eir Ihotaqlieun names two otheiS; Husam- 
u^d-Din lOian and Raja Ramnath^ men ^of mean capacity and vile in- 
clinations to whom the Empeioi lent a willing ear These men weie 
for evei playing on his vanity^ whispeiing to him to cut himself loose 
from the Company^ hinting at tieachery on the pait of the Vazir, 
piompting him to leave Allahabad and to lestoie in Delhi the 
fallen splendouis of the Mu gh al Empire. The Emperor sent lepre- 
sentations to the Govemoi asking that Muniiu'’d-Daulah might be 
made V azir, and even commanded Shuja Vd-Daulah to hand ovei to his 
favourite the patent of his office, the artilleiy and the magazine. 
ShujaTi'’d-Daulah counteied by denying the Nawab^’s claim even to be 
his deputy at Court at all ^ Muniiu^d-Daulah was summoned to Cal- 
cutta, and the Empeioi waspievailed upon to adopt a less actively hostile 
attitude towards the Vazii. It was particulaily necessaiy, foi all his leal 
insignificance, to preseive at least the foims ot defeience and the addiess 
of a subject in ajypioaching the Empeior, since it happened that at that 
moment the Company wanted to use his name to crush Nizam ^Ali 
Khan, the ^ubalulai of the Deccan At the Vazii ■’s suggestion they 
induced him — the Empeioi could haidly decline — to send them a royal 
far man ^ deposing Nizam ‘’Ali fiom his viceioyalty, and a blank space 
was left foi the Goveinoi to fill in the name of the successor whom he 
might choose (670,790) 

But Shujahiffi-Daulah was gi owing impatient at the favours shewn 
by the Emperoi to Muniiu^d-Daulah at his expense He was ambitious 
to contiol the couit at Allahabad, and to extend the fiontiers of his 
dominions by annexing ceitain distiicts of Bundelkhand, which he 
asseited foimeily belonged to him ; and to this end he sought the help 
of the Company (487, 506, 587). Seeing that an attack on the Raja of 
Bundelkhand would involve them in a war with the neighbouiing 
Mahiattas, they declined (5^24). Whereupon ShujaVd-Daulah lesolved Shuia^u’d- 
to act on his own and to laise an aimy large enough to cow the Daulah s 
Empeior into submission, and peihaps seize Bundelkhand as well »ilhtaiy pre- 
(684, 1044). The removal of the Company's tioops from his 
teiritories, necessitated by the wai in the Deccan, gave him an 
obvious plea foi cai lying out his pioject (597, 599, 618). He not 
only began to inciease his army, but to manufactuie fire-aims ^ ; 
and in oidei to justify his action offeied to fight foi the Company 
against the Nizam (684) Colonel Smith who commanded the army at 
Allahabad was filled with misgivings at the Vazii ^s militaiy prepaia- 
tions, and sent lepeated wainingsto the Council at Calcutta, hinting

and at last;, mneh against his uill^ Shnjahdd-Daulah was foieed to 
leduee his aimy to ‘^a haie mmiinnm'’j when he w^as made to cntei into 
a fiesh tieaty with the Company on iSNovembei* 17()S^ A settlement 
with the A^azii hoing thins concluded^ the Council icsolved to help 
him to establish his prestige and inlhieneo at t lie loyal eonit. Tlio 
A^azii suggested that the payment of the Jlcngal tnbute to the Empcroi 
should be stopped until he himself was actually invested with tlio 
1 izd rat (llSo) This suggestion it seems was piaetieally accepted l)y 
the Goveinoi;, as wo iind the Empoioi constantly eomplammg oftlic 
delay in sending the tiihute ( 1175 , 1185 ) 

At last the Empcior saw the futility of his opposition to the 
Vazir^ who foi lus paii w'as pi evaded upon hy the Goveinoi to do his bed 
to please the Empcior. Gen l^aikci was sent to Eyzahad to hung 
about a leconciliation^ (lb()(>) The A^azii agicedto march wutli the 
Empeior to Delhi and leeoiupiei the teiiitoiies which had been usiiip^ed 
by icbels^ such as Jats and otlieis lie was also leipdied not to leave 
the Royal Presence foi two yeais The lilmpeioi on lus side, pioniised 
to appoint ShujaAdd-Daulah miiiLAei foi lifC;, and assign to iiinu^a 
moiety of all the ten itoiies that will be concjueied;, foi Ins expenses ia 
the loyal service, excepting the Kludc^salt /b/m; a/ and what will be 
rocpiiied foi llis Alajcstyts peisonal expenses^ (Lh5(>). At the same time 
the Council at Calcutta w^erc detei mined that how^cvei empty these 
piofessions of fiiendslnp might he, they were not going to lisk any 
1 enetition of the events that led to Pnixai, and obliged the Vazir to 
make a separate contiact wdth tlie Goveinoi Tailing* on the most High 
God and the holy Tmdia^ to wutiicss that wdiato\ei ascendency lie may 
gain over the EmpcioiT heait sliall ahvays be employed in pionioting^ 
the welfaie and leputation of the English Sanlcus^ (lf^(JS) Jlufc 
whatever ascendency he gained was soon to be lost He was foicedto 
side with the Council in dissuading the Empeior from retiiinmg* to 
Delhi. They foicsaw', wdiat the c\cnt pio\ed tiue, that once out of then* 
piotection he w^ould fall into the hands of the Alain atlas, and the conse* 
cjuonces of that might be seiious. Even Naw^ab Muiniu^d-Daiilali was 
at length convinced that it w^a^ more piolitable to consult the will of 
the English Goveinoi at Eoit AVilliam tlian to humour the capiices 
of an exile (140 "D* This change in his attitude \oiy neaily cost liiixi 
Ins life. The Empeioi w^as indignant, and a. eonspnacy w>rs set on foot 
to assassinate this new fiiend of the Company Put the Na.wab 
alleging ill health and the wxught of years, managed to get away fiom 
the Court and escaped to Calcutta, and tlieie laid his case before the 
Governor. The Emperor in wiath at tins fiesh hetiayal sent Fazl All 
Khan to Calcutta to evamine the fallen ministers accounts But lie was 
knowm to be a personal enemy of Mumiu^d-Danlahk and to have had a

Emperoi^s tieatment of the Nawab by lefusing the hkil^ai he had 
sent and dismissing the Khan (1673_, 1687). 

It will be lemombeied that at this time Oiissa^ which sepaiates 
the two piesidencies of Pmt William and Poit St Geoige^ was m the The Raja of 
possession of the Mahiattas Evei since the distiiibanccs cieated by Nagpnr le- 
Sheo Bhat m Midnapoie in 1761 the Company had been meditating how 
they might annex the eoimtiy to Bengal and link np then settlements, chmth 
When Sheo Bhat was leplaced by Chnmna San and then by Bhavani 
Pandit m the Goveinoiship of Oiissa^ he lebelled against his mastei 
Janaji Bhonsla^ the Eaja of NagpuP His lebeilion afioided the 
Company a good oppoitnnity foi inteifeience. On a plea of helping 
the Ea^a the Goveinoi sent a foice into Oiissa to quell Sheo Bhat^ 
although at the same time he claimed the cost of the expedition from 
the Mahiattas (77) Janujq who had been anxious to extoit the 
chant k of Bengal from the C^ompany^ if possible by conciliatoi}^ means^ 
appaienily took no offence at help so gi atuitously thiiist upon him. 

In 1767 he sent his ^'aVtl Udaipmi Giisain to Calcutta^ while the 
Company sent j\Iir Zainiil-^ Abidin to the Eaja for the piiipose of 
bunging about a ^settlemenff bet\vecn the couits of Nagpur and 
Muishidabad (77). Veielst^ the Goveinor_, Nawab SaifuM-Daulah, 
Muhammad Eiza Khan and the icdlls of the paities met in confeience 
at Muishidabad (4d8). It wa^ pioposed on behalf of the Company 
and tho Xazjm that they should pay U luhiu of lupees eveiy yeai to the 
Eaja as the of Bengal,, piovided the Eaja ceded Oiissa to the 

Company (712). This sum was to be due fiom the date oi the above 
settlement, and the Eaja was to give up all ylaim to the aiieais (709^ 

712). The Company's ?ahU^ Mir Zainu^l-'Abidiiq contended that the 
old tieaty concluded between ‘^Ali Vaidi Kh^o and Eaghuji Bhonsla 
provided that 12 talks of iiipees veie to be paid to the Eaja of Nagpiii 
as the chaiith of Bengal, Behai and Orissa^ and so if the Mahiattas 
wanted the stipulated cJiarth, they weie bound by the tieaty itself to 
letiiin Oiissa to the Subahdar of Bengal (712). The Eaja vehemently 
objected to this interpretatioiq and maintained that the stipulated 
amount was payable to him only on account of Bengal and Behai. 

But in the hopes of coming to an agieement with the English^ he 
appointed Sambha^i Ganesh Subahtldr of Oiissa in place of Bhavani 
Pandit^ hoping that as the lattei Avas known to the Englislq his 
iniluence -with them might bi in g about a settlement (892). The new 
SnbaJuldi offeied the seivices of 50,000 Mahiatta horse to the 
Company in time of need, if the latter agreed to pay the chant Ii without 
insisting on the cession of Oiissa (892) The Governor infoimedthe 
Eaja that the utmost which the English wmuld agree to was to pay 
5 yeais^ chaubh in leady money, if the Eaja consented to give up the 
pi evince Of this sum half was to be paid at once and the other half 
as soon as the Mahiattas evacuated the piovince (1158). Januji 
Bhdnsla accepted the teims on condition that the treaty should be 
signed and sealed by the King of Engla^^d himself, so that it might be

been dragged out with weaiisome and vam negotiations^ ^ when in May 
1769 the Peshwa Madhu Rao attacked the Raja Januji, who had allied 
himself with the Peshwa^s uncle and enemy^ llaghunath Eao. The 
Ra^a thiough Sambhaji Ganesh^ his SuhaJuldi of Cuttack appealed to 
the English for help (1388). This time it was then turn to play the 
Mahiatta game The Governor hesitated ^ the Company weie not going 
to embioil themselves with the Peshwa on behalf of a doubtful fiiend 
Finally he replied^ that as hostilities between the Raja and the Peshwa 
weie about to come to an end^ theie was haidly any need foi the Com- 
pany's aims (1398), He consented howevei to send an English taiUto 
Cuttack to negotiate a tieaty (1477). Peace was concluded between the 
Raja and Madhu Rao^ but the lefusal of the English to help Januji 
caused him deep lesentment His BubaJidlo m Oiissa intimated to 
the Goveinoi that theie was no longei any need to send an English 'vakll 
to Cuttack; as the seivices of Udepuii Gusain and Mr AlleyU; the Resi- 
dents atFoit William and Cuttack lespectively; weie sufficient (1633) 
He also lefused to allow English troops to pass thiough Cuttack on 
theii way fiom Madias to Bengal; on the plea that the English tioops 
might plunder the countiv which was already suffeiing fiom scaicity 
(1708). 

Outside the political spheie the most notable events in VeielsPs 
administiatioii; as lecoided in the letters; weie a suivey of Bengal; Behai 
and the English distiicts contiguous to the sea-shoie of Orissa (95; 
725); the reform of the curiency; and the appointment of Englishmen as 
mmiB to supeivise the collection of the revenue 

The survey was conducted by Captain James RennelP. He had 
alieady been woiking for thiee yeaiS; when on 1 Januaiy 1767 he was 
appointed Suivey or General of Bengal; with foui men; Captains 
John Adams and Lewis DuglosS; Lt. Caitei and Ensign William 
Richaids to assit him^. 

Another Officer named Poitsmouth was deputed to survey the 
distiicts along the coast o jOiissa As the woik was neither safe noi 
easy in days when the country had no good communications and was 
inhabited by a people of en hostile^ to the foreigneiS; ;pandnalis weie 
hsuoAto t}io gnmdBJdaJu of the Faivjdd)^^ the ^ Jamils dbnUi Zamluddi s oi 
the hubah^ enjoining them to give the suiveyors eveiy possible help.

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The expoit of Bengal mamifactnics by the seveial Emopean 
Companies fai exceeded their actual investments The English East 
India Company expoited goods woith laige sums of money^ and pm- 
chased wholly with the levenue of the countiy^ but without impoitmg a 
single ounce of silvei Eoieign Companies likewise bought theii goods 
with money leceived fiom piivate paities^ who took bills foi the amount 
upon the lespective Companies in Em ope. The influx of bullion^ which 
in foimei times exceeded a million steiling^ soon ceased altogetheij while 
even laigei sums weie expoited fiom the ciiculating specie of Bengal. 
In the five yeais immediately following the giant of the Dlvanl the

Ovei and above this the Bengal tiibute paid to 
the Empeioi yeai by year diained away 21) laLlis of silver comb The 
evil could have been lemedied^ indeed it would nevei have arisen^ if the 
tiade of Bengal with othei countiies could have continued and all the 
manufactuies of Bengal had not been absoibed by the various Emopean 
Companies^. To meet the situation caused by this shoitage of coin 
vaiious measmes weie thought of (649) Muhammad Riza Khan 
suggested that^ in the fiist place^ the complicated and fluctuating condi- 
tion of the cuirency system pievailing in the country should be made 
umfoim and simple. With this end in view he pioposed that (1) the 
coins of Murshidabadj Patna^ Dacca and Calcutta should be made uni- 
foim in value^ (2) a ]ust assay should be made of the intiinsic value of 
each of the vaiious kinds of lupees coined outside Bengal^ that had found 
then way into the cii dilation of the piovince^ (3) battali oi late of 
exchange on them should be fixed; (4) and the coin should be made cui- 
rent thioughout the countiy (676). The Company pioposed^ as ^an 
immediate measuiC; to meet the difiiculty by lefoiming and enlarging 
the gold cunency of the countiy. In the beginning of the yeai 1769 
the Council fiamed certain regulations foi the puipose^ fixing; among 
othei thingS; the weight and standaid^ of a gold molia) and replacing 
the Indian Officeis of the Nazwt^s Government at the mints of 
Mm'shidabad; Patna and Dacca by then own men They obtained at 
the same time a faiMd% from the Empeioi piohibiting the expoit of 
money fiom the countiy, and requested him to sanction capital punish- 
ment for all those who weie found guilty of debasing oi counteifeiting 
coins^. The Yazii was also asked to exact the same penalty in his own 
dominions.

m Bengal the English East India Company had crashed its most dangeioiis 
livah the Piench; and of the other Euiopean Companies none had 
any possessions left in India^ which could either be leckoned as veiy 
valuable at the time oi pioniised to he foimidahle in the futme 
The Coimtiy The chief independent native powers weie the Mahiattas and the 
Poweifa ^ Nizam of IJydeiabad^ both in the south; while a thud had just iisen m 
Mysoie undei a militaiy adventmei named Ilaidai ‘^Ali. 

The Mahiattas weie now hut a leninant of the confedeiacy winch 
\vas bioken at Panipat in 1761 Of its chief membeis the Ifulkai of 
Indoie, the Sindhia of Gwalioi and the Gaikwai of Baroda still viitnally 
Mahrattas acknowledged the headship of the Peshwa; while Jannji Bhonsla of 
Nagpur had bioken away fiom him and was inhng in complete mclepen- 
deuce ovei most of the tenitoiies now compiising the Ceiitial Piovinces 
and Oiissa. The teiiitories iiiled by the itiahiattas extended to the 
bouleis of the Punjab; Oudh and J^engal in the noith; and lo MysoiC;

Of the minoi states only those of the EohillaS;, the J ats and the 
Sikhs need be mentioned heie^ as having any beaiing upon the letteis 
ealendai ed in this volume. 

The countiy of the Rohillas lay between Delhi and the lowei langes The Rohilla.s. 
of the Himalayas^ with the city of Baieilly as its capital It was luled 
by seveuil moie 02 less independent chiefs, the most piominent of whom 
weie Ahmad Khan Bangash, Hafiz Rahmat Khan and iXajibuTl-Daulah. 

The toiiitoiies of Ahmad Khan Bangash boideied on the distjiet of 
Ivoia to the westwaid, and lay chiefiy between the Ganges and the 
Jumna His capital vas Baiiiikhabad The countiy luled o\er by 
Haiiz Rah mat Khan touched the western limits of ShujaVd-DaiiUh s 
dominions and lay on the noith bank of the Ganges, excepting Etawahthe 
capital and some jMi^anas on the Jumna The possessions of Najibidd- 
Daulah weie bounded by Siihind on the west; and f 10m the Jumna about 
Id miles east of Delhi took a sweep eastwaid and then 1101th of the 
Ganges, meeting at last the fiontieis of Hafiz Rahmat Khan 

The Jat countiy lay between Agia and Jaipur It included Agi a The Ja-ts. 
and extended westward to within a few miles of Delhi, and eastwaid to 
the neigliboiuhood of Etawah Its capital was Bhaiatpiu, a foitiess long 
considered impi egnable 

The Sikhs 1 tiled in the Punjab wdieie a confedeiacy of theii chiefs 
liad been formed undei the name of 

Delhi and its immediate neighbouihood weie imdei the icgency of Pelln. 
the Rohilla chief, Najibu^’d-Daulah, whom Ahmad Shah Abdali had left 
in chaige of the Capital The Empeioi’s step-mother Zinat Mahal and 
his son Piince Javan Bakht lioth lesided theie. 

The English, w'e have already seen, had not only become viitual The English, 
paitners with the Nazim in the sovereignty of Bengal and Behai, in 
theii capacity of the Empeioi^s Nlnin^ but weie the leal and sole 
luleis of the countiy. They had also acquiied possession of the 
Noi them Oil cais undei a loyal and the Nawab of the Cainatie 

ow^ed allegiance more to them than to his nominal mastei, the Nizam 
Besides these possessions they owned seveial factories ^ chiefiy on the 
coasts of India, and theii gainsons at Chunai and Allahabad extended 
then piestige and power to the very heait of Hindustan^ 

Such w^as the distiibution of political India wRen John Caitier 
succeeded A^eielst as Goveinoi at Eoit William in Bengal But the 
condition of the countiy was anything but settled Theie was perpetual 
w^ai betw^een the vaiious states wdiich had spiung fioin the luins of the The political 
dissolving Mu gli al empiie, as fiist one adventuiei and then anothei 
managed to gat hei enough pow^ei to subdue his neighbours. Fei sonam^ 
loyalty as between lulei and ruled was of course unknown, wRile the

enemies nor immunity from the lavenous officials^ who extorted from 
them their last pice ^ m oidei to satisfy the gieed of the hieraichy of 
sanldrs as the gratification passed by degrees fiom the the lowest 

in the lank^ thiough the IWlluqcld^ the Zaomruld^ the llajas and the 
Nawabs up to the ^itbalidwi ^ the leal soveieign^. The lesuigence of 
the Mahiatta Power aftei Panipat and the gi adual decline of some 
of the principal sttba/is augmented the miseiy and insecuiity of the 
people No coinei of the countiy was sec me fiom then depiedations 
and the tyianny of theii levenue collectois. The lemaik made by 
the Fiench adventuier, Jean Law_, to the author of the Seir Mittaq^henn 
might have been applied to the whole peninsula. So far as I can 
see said he^ Hhere is nothing that you could call government 
between Patna and Delhi h These scenes of change and violence 
offered a marked contiast to the peace and stability which the eastern 
provinces of Bengal and Behar and the Noithein Ciicais had been 
enjoying for some time undei the administiation of the English East 
India Company. A moie teriible enemy made his appeaiance in the 
shape of a famine which carried off one-third of the population of 
BengaP. 

Caitier assumed office on 26 Decembei 1769. He immediately 
wiote to the Empeioi at Allahabad^ as was customaiy^ professing his 
loyalty and allegiance to the thione. To other fiiendly potentates also 
the Goveinoi wiote^ and fiom them in turn he leceived congiatulations 
and ?iasrs- The only hostile neighbour was the Baja Januji Bhonsla of 
Nagpui, who vainly peisisted in his demands for the climitli of 
Bengal But from noithern India came ominous news^ which seemed 
to threaten the union between the Empeioi^ the Vazir and the Company. 
Madhu Eao Peshwa had gatheied a laige Mahiatta aimy and was 


marching northward, intending to leconquei the districts lost aftei the 
battle of Panipat^ especially the Doab. This was not all; the 
Council learned that the ex-Nawab Mir Qasim was trying to unite 
the Mahiattas and othei chiefs of Hindustan in a league to attack 
Dangei fiom the English He had at fiist been well leceived by the Rohillas; 
Mil Qasim. -^^jj^til Ghiilam Husain Khan^ who had often acted as then envoy 
to Calcutta^ peisuaded them to abandon a losing cause. Be next 
turned to the Sikhs and the Mahiattas He also sought and obtain- 


ed the suppoit of othei minor chiefs^ such as the Rana of Gohad and 
GhaziuM-Din Khan. He had assembled a following of about 16,000 


hoise and foot, but as he was unable to maintain his aimy, it began 
gradually to dwindle away and finally mutinied. Most of his sal dm s 
including his BaMsJil Dto Shah, a past mastei of intrigue, deseited 
him. In despaii he appealed to the Nizam and to Ahmad Shah Abdali 
foi help But the lattei, mne times invader of India, was now giown

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old and listless^ while the formei shiank from engaging single-handed Vol. III. 
with an enemy ^ who had so effectually cinshed his foimei ally^ the Fiench 
The Company on then pait piepaied to meet any emeigencies. They 
sought the fiiendship of the Eaja of Bundelkhand^ and even managed 
to appease the insolent J anu]! Bhdnsla of Nagpm Shitab Eay and the 
Eaja of Benaies kept the Committee at Calcutta infoimed of the move- 
ments of Mil Qasim and of the tiend of events in Hindustan But one 
thing was lacking if no point was to he left nnguaided _5 they must have 
an influential fiiend at the couit at Allahabad. Of then old allies 
neither Nawab Muniiu'’d-Daulah noi Najaf Khan weie now in the 
Empeioi^s favour. The Nawab had^ as was said before^ been dismissed 
and was intending to go to Mecca on a pilgiimage^ while Najaf Khan 
had lately been lemoved fiom fanjddil of Koia and Allahabad. 

At length howevei the Governor pi evaded upon Nawab Munnu^d- 

Daulah to postpone his pilgiimage and to return to Couit He was 

specially enjoined to see that the Bengal tiibute was not spent foi pui- 

poses opposed to the Company’s mteiests. It was not to be supposed 

that the Emperor would at once consent to welcome a minister but 

lately disgiaced;, even when lecommended by the Committee at Calcutta 

But the means of enforcing then will wcie leady to hand. There 

began to be unaccountable delays in pajang the Bengal tiibute; the 

Emperoi sent lepeated remonstrances • not a lupee had he received for 

eleven months since MuniiuM-Daulah had lett Allahabad ^ out of the 

stipulated sum of 20 IdMs only Es 4^75^000 had been paid during the 

year (1770). But each lemonstiance biought only fresh excuses, until Humru’d- 

once again the Emperor was compelled to yield. It was his only 

hope of getting the Bengal tribute legulaily and (what was almost as the Empeior 

important) the piomised English battalions to accompany him to Delhi. 

Shu^a Vd-Daulah had lately incuiied the suspicion of the English, as 
he was reported by Balvant Singh, Eaja of Benares, to be intriguing with 
Mir Qasim and the Mahiattash It is too much to say that he was 
actively conspiring against the Company, though this much is ceitain, 
that he had been communicating foi some time with the Mahiattas and 
other chiefs of Hindustan, hoping that if foi tune favoured them in 
the end, they would leckon him among their fiiends In ordei to allay 
the suspicions of the English he went so fai as to send the Goveinoi a 
wiitten protestation on the Quran, vowing to maintain his friendship 
with the Company, and had even assuied the Governoi that theie 
was small leason to fear Mii Qasim, and that the Sikhs and the 
Mahrattas weie only trying to get money out of the &KrNdz%m (he had

immediate object now was tlie subjugation of the Eajput States Aftei 
having lavaged Jaipur and exacted ten IdUifi of iiipees from the Rajput 
Piinces^ they maiched castwaid^ and it was lumoined that they intended 
to invade Bengal through Bundelkhand The Goveinoi wiotetothe 
Raja of the countiyj offeiing his fiicndship and help and advising him 
to be on his guaid. But tlie Malnattas tinned upon the Jats They 
enteied theii tountiy on the invitation of Ranjit Singh^ one of the sons 
of Suiaj ]\Ia]j to assist him against his biothei Neval Singh in theii 
quail el foi the legeney of the infant Raja of Bhaiatpur But as Raiijit 
Singh failed to pay them the stipulated sum of money, they began to 
lavage and lay waste the dependencies of both thebiotheis Ranjit 
Singh seem^ soon to have appeased them, foi shoitly after they stationed 
ganisons in seveial foits in oidei to establish his authoiity thioughout the 
land NajibuM-Daulah, the Rohilla Regent at Delhi, teiiified at theii 
piogiess and di ending that they would take vengeance foi theii defeat 
at Panipat, at once opened negotiations with Visaji Pandit, the eom- 
mandei-in~chief of the Mahiatta aimy He also hoped that by an 
alliance with the Mahiattas he would be able to lestoio the Empoioi to 
his till one at Delhi, and wiote to Zinat Mahal, the queen-mothei, to 
111 ge the Empeior to leave the piotection of the Biitish and move his 
standaids towaids Agia. In the meantime he pioposcd to the Mahrattas 
to subjugate Ivoil and other paits of Neval Singh's teintoiies lying 
south of the Jumna ; and, Gn older to lend an air of justice to the con- 
quest under the shadow of loyal authoiity', sent woid to Muza Javan 
Bakht, the Kingbs son at Delhi, to join the army. To this alliance the 
Mahiattas also admitted ^aziu^d-Din Khan, who saw in theii successes 
a hope of letueving his own foi tunes 

Neval Singh was impatient foi battle and attacked the Mahiattas 
neai Dig, wheie aftei an obstinate fight the Jats iceie totally defeated 
and took shelter within the walls of the town Elated wuth this success, 


the Mahiattas adopted a peiemptoiy attitude tovvaids Najibu'd-Daulah. 
Two of theii chief sarrldrs, Ram Chander Ganesh and Madhoji Smdhia, 
were opposed to any alliance wnth him. But as the Regent's influence was 
requiied to induce the Emperor to come and join them, the Mahiattas 
lefiained fiom showing any open hostility to him foi the time being. 
So avoiding his teintoiies, they attacked the principality of the Afghan 
Shah ‘ Alamos chief Ahmad Khan Bangash and captured Akbarpur Their rapid 
diificulties. piogiess so much f lightened the Empeioi and the Vazir that they sent 
theii valils to them. The Empeioi was now in a soie dilemma 
he could not trust the Mahiattas, who had his bitterest foe Ghaziu'd-Dm 
Khan in their camp , nor could he refuse theii invitation to mai ch to 
Delhi, as they thieatened to place some one else on the thione in that 
case Added to this feai weie the entreaties of the queen-mother, who 
111 ged him to mai ch to the Capital with all haste, as without his protec- 
tion her very life was in danger. He decided at length to leave 
Allahabad, and requested the Governor that foui or five additional batta- 
lions might be sent to escoit him to the Capital, in fulfilment of the 
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Companj^s promise. In tlie meantime he pioposed to sendNajaf Khan Voi, HI. 
to Delhi to dissuade the Main attas from pi oclaimmg anyone else king^ 
and to piotect his son. His raril SaifuM-Din Muhammad IGian was 
instnicted to negotiate with them foi ihc e\acnation of the foit of Delhi 
and to do his utmost to eontiact the designs of GhazuiM-Dm. 

At this moment Nawah MiinTniAl-Daiilah aiiived at Allahabad IleMuniiud- 
and the Vazu ShujahiM-Daulahj lately appointed chief minister^ Jetiuns to 
successful in dissuading the Empeioi, at least foi the time being; 
fioni setting out for Delhi Llean while the Mahi attas had leached 
Etawah, wheie then advance guaids 'weie defeated by Shaikh Kabh; 
the 'Stuh Faiijdao They now concluded peace with Neval Singh 
They had leasons for desning it at this moment they suspected duplicity 
on the pait of Najibidd-Daulah , they weie m gi eat need of money, if 
they weie to declare wai upon the EohillaS; they weic anxious to secuie 
the neutiality of the English befoie they embaiked on the spoliation of 
Hindustan Then began a senes of flatten ng letteis accompanied byTliePeshwa 
piesents fiom the Peshwa and his to the Governoi at Eoittnesto 

William. But the design was too transpaient The Goveinoi in 
hinted that the j\Iahi attas would do well not to disturb the peace ® 
of Hindustan 

Shoitly aftei NajibuM-Daulah died. He had been successful in 
keeping the Mali! attas fiom the Capital; and, by uniting the Kohillas 
in a common policy, had staved off destiuction from his countiy It 
seemed indeed that tlie alliance of Eohilla and Mahiatta, foi which he 
had been wmiking, might come to pass. But his death was now the signal 
foi the Mahiatta advance, one paity maichcd on Delhi and opened 
negotiations noth Zabitah Khan, another began to lavage the southem 
distiicts of Ahmad Khan^s teiritoiies up to the fiontieis of the Vaziibs 
dominions, captuimg Etawah, the capital of Hafiz Eahinat Khan. 

Without a leadei tlie Rohilla sa?cldrs could agiee on no common line of 
action Ahmad Khan was tiying to buy off the Mahrattas, Hafiz Eahinat 
Khan was detei mined to fight them The Vazh, always hoping that 
the defeat of the Eohillas would add then countiy to his dominions, re- 
fused to help them, although he was lepeatedly uiged by the English to 
do so, on the pietext that it was unsafe foi him to oppose the IMalirattas, 
unless the English also sent an army The Mahrattas weie cpiick 
to seize the advantage They invaded Eohilkhand, and laid waste 
seveial distiicts and beseiged sevcial towns One of then scouting 
parties even piessed foiwaid as far as the environs of Koia Aftei 
captuimg Etawah in January 1771, they moved on Fanukhabad 
Fiesh negotiations were now opened ])etween the Eohillas and the 
invadeis. GEaziuM-Din Khan, who was anxious from personal motives 
to engage the co-operation of the Eohillas, tried his best to bring 
about a settlement beWeen the two parties. But the disunion of the 
Mahratta sm ddi s made any settlement impossible, and in despair and 
exasperation he depaited to Ajmei and the protection of Mulhaz Eao 
Hulkar. 

The plan of the Mahrattas was in the first place to get the Em- 
peror into theii clutches , then to summon the chiefs of Hindustan 
in his name to submit to their anthoiitp, and to punish all those who 
refused to do so. In the ciowd of sarddis, each most active and most 
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clamorous in his own interest, there seem to have been two parties, one 
headed by Takoji Hulkar and Ram Chandai Ganesh, and the other 
by Madhoji Sindhia and Visaji Pandit. Both pazties wanted to sell 
the office of BakhsJil of the Empiie to the highest biddei. But as 
each wanted to get the pi ice foi it, each made an offei to a difEeient 
candidate. Ram Chandai Ganesh favouied Zabitah Khan ; Visaji Pandit, 
instigated by Madhoji Smdhia, backed two candidates, GhaziiiM-Din 
or Ahmad Khan. But as they began to suspect that the Empeior was 
moie than ever leluctant to leave Biitish piotection and join them, 
they waived then disputes and marched on to Delhi without fuither ado, 
intending to set up, if necessaiy, anothei king on the thione, as 
was suggested by Ghaziu^d-Din Khan, whom Sindhians paity now 
intended to make the Vazir of the Empiie. On ariivmg at Sherganj, 
a place about four miles from Delhi, the Mahiattas sent the Empeioi'’s 
valil SaifuM-Din Muhammad Khan into the city, who pioclaimed 
Shah Slam king on 7 Pebiuaiy 1771 But when they demanded the 
sunender of the Poit, they weie met with an obstinate lefusal fiom the 
Begaiii Zinat Mahal and Qasim ^Ali Khan, who lived theie as the 
1 epresentative of Zabitah Khan. Upon this the Mahiattas began to 
bombaidthe Foit, which fell into then hands three days later. Leaving 
some troops behind to attend upon the to whom they paid 

homage, they set out foi Talkatoiah 

It was evident that the Mahiattas intended that theii conquests 
in Hindustan should be permanent. As to the Vazii, he gave up all 
hope of conciliating the invadeis, and lecalled his ralll Talmuk Das 
from their camp^. But the Empeioi, who was nervously anxious to 
keep himself infoimed of their fuithei movements, allowed his valU 
to continue with them in spite of lepeated piotests fiom the Company 
and ShujaVd-Daulah. 

The Company and the Vazir even suspected that the Emperoi him- 
self instigated the Mahrattas to advance on the Capital, intending to 
follow them later. Again and again did they uige him to lemam at 
Allahabad. General Barkei had been oidered by the Committee to 
march with his whole army from Dinapur to help the Emperoi, in case 
the Mahiattas encroached upon his ^demesne but neither the assuiances 
of the English noi the advice of his ministeis could now change the 
Emperoi^s mind. The capture of Delhi by the Mahiattas detei mined 
him to pioceed to the Capital, He was moitified at the piocrastination 
of the Committee, who had been putting off the despatch of the pio- 
mised battalions on one plea oi another. In one of his letters to Gen. 
Barker he wrote * ^ We aie at libeity to exalt any one of the Mahiatta or 
Rohilla tube, who submits to us, and punish those who do not acknow- 
ledge our authority^ In another : ^ If — which God forbid ^ — the business 
[the march to Delhi] is delayed, we shall be obliged to take such steps 
as seem to us advisable Compelled by the gravity of the situarion. 
General Barker and the Vazii held a confeience at Benaies, and the 
latter was once more pressed to enter into an alliance with the Rohillas

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and^ if possible^, witb the Jats too, so as to fmstiate the designs of the Vol, III* 
Mahiattas. But it was too late. The feebleness with which the 
Committee at Calcutta had acted so long, as well as the 3 ealoiisy that 
existed between the Vazu and the Rohillas^ put an alliance between 
them out of the question and left the Mahiattas fiee to do whatevei 
they liked. 

On 9 Apiil 1771 the Empeior left Allahabad He was escoi ted and quits 
by an army headed by the Vazii-’s son The Vazii had also helped him Allahabad, 
with men and money^ a step which the Committee stiongly disappioved 
of^ and which caused them to doubt his former sinceiity, when he iiiged 
the Emperoi to abandon his maich to the Capital But Shuja^u^d- 
Daulah, as the Vazir of the Empiie^ could not withhold his sei vices 
from the Empei 01 altogether The utmost he could do to please the 
Committee was not to accompany Shah ^Alam to Delhi;, and even this 
he did in violation of the agieement which he had made with the 
Emperoi in 1769. Nawab MuniiuTl-Daulah also lemained behind 
The only fnend of the Company who was allowed to follow the Impe- 
lial standaid, was Najaf Khan, the &KrFavjclai of Koia He had foi 
some time been out of favour with the Emperor and was now glad 
of an oppoitunity to appease his mastei. 

Shah ^Alam had gone as fai as the Saiai of Alam Chand, about 
18 miles from Allahabad, when he was met by General Barker and 
the Vazii Heie he gi anted the Vazir the mbahdan of Allahabad 
and Kora, and wrote to the Governor to hand ovei the foit of Allahabad His progress, 
to the Vazii Prom Alam Chand he proceeded, in spite of the attempts 
of the Vazii and the Geneial to stop him, to Paiiukhabad, halting at 
Jajniau, Bhuttore and othei places He proposed to remain at Fariiikh- 
abad until the Mahrattas evacuated the foit of Shahjahanabad Geneial 
Barkei accompanied him up to the confines of the piovince of Koia, 
leaving two battalions of sepoys to attend on him. 

It was through the Company's influence that the Vazir had ob- 
tained this fresh title • as Goveinoi of course he must stay in his 
province, while the Empeior marched alone to the Capital But when 
the question was laised of the actual deliveiy of the foit, which wasTheCom- 
garrisoned by the English sepoys, the Company tempoiized and finally pany and 
refused. The VaziPs own nail Nawab MuniiuM-Daulah, secretly wiote 
to the Governoi advising him to hold fast the fort, and the Company 
insisted that at least the English garrisons should be allowed to remain 
theie They protested that unless this was done, they could not defend 
the distiicts against foieign invasions. Shiija^uM-Daulah on the other 
hand wanted the complete evacuation of the foit As neither paity 
wmuld give way, they agieed to diop the question for the piesent and 
^ await news of affaiis westward A And sure enough, the Empeior, who 
was angry with the Vazir for not accompanying him, wrote to the 
Governor oideiing the English troops to remain at Allahabad and Kora 
to defend them ; the Goveinor might take any steps he thought neces- 
sary for this purpose 

The Emperor arrived at Earrukhabad in the beginning of Septem- 
her 1771. Ahmad Khan Bangash had died befoie his aiiival. The 
Mahrattas had delivered up the fort of Delhi on R August, though 
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they were still in occupation of the town itself ^ and had seized the 
neighboming districts belonging to Zabitah Khan As their chief need 
was money, they contemplated seveial plans simultaneously to achieve 
this end. One of them was to place the on the thione, a 

second was to make Ghazhr^d-Din supieme in Delhi^ a thud was to 
restoie Zabitah Khto to power On 12 March 1771 they had come 
to an agieement with the Shahzadali , undei which they piomised to 
quit the Foit But they did not do so until they had taken two lakhs 
of rupees fi om the Empeioi'^s agent. On heaimg that the Port was at last 
his own again, the Empeior at once lesumed his march fiom Parmkh- 
abad. He was met by Madhoji Sindhia at Bamaganj The Mahiatta 
chief piesented the customaiy naps\ and the Empeior m letmn be- 
stowed MnVciis and other favouis upon him On 26 November, 
escoited by Sindhia, Shah ‘^Alam moved foiwaid fiom Bamagan] to 
Delhi, a maich destined to bring him only shame and disaster, conse- 
quences Avhich his vanity could not foresee and which, alone in the 
hands of tiaitois, he had no powei to aveit 

In Bengal the Company was piepaimg to take the diiect adminis- 
tiation of the country in then own hands and stand foith as Dvdn \ 
as had long been contemplated by Clive and his successois. English 
anhlns had alieady been appointed diiiii^g the leign of Nawab SaifuM- 
Daulah, who was succeeded by Nawab Mubaiaku^d-Daulah in March 
1770. But as the new system was held in abeyance, the Isdtb 'Ndzim 
was now diiected to give effect to it Besides the appointment of 
English annnSi a Boaid was established at Muishidabad to deal with all 
matters i elating to the levenue, and Richaid Bechei, the Resident, was 
placed at its head.

Being afraid that he 
would be found guilty at Murshidabad and obliged to refund the sum 
due from him, he took the opportunity, while the Jiarhaialis were off 
their guard, to escape from Chinsura to Calcutta, thinking that he would 
be safe there. The money belongs to the Company, and the writer has 
done his best to recover it That is why he has given such a detailed 
account of the whole transaction.

Governor's letter desiring him to advance two lakhs of rupees to 
Colonel Galliez The writer is the vassal of the Company and ready to 
obey its commands His present situation makes it necessary for him 
to put before the Governor a few particulars. For the last two months 
200 of the Vazir'^s sepoys have been quartered at Benaies and are op- 
pressing the inhabitants of that place Tw'O or thiee persons have 
been actually seized and sent into the Vazir^s presence The people 
are so much frightened that they are almost ready to flee from their 
homes It was usual for the writer, in paying the tribute to the Vazir 
whenever a fell due, to bon ow the amount from the merchants of 
the city and send it to the Vazir The money was lepaid to the mer- 
chants afterwards but before the second qist fell due. Now owing to the 
disturbances created by the Vazir^s troops at Benares, the writer has 
been unable to pay one qisi to the merchants. He has informed Mr 
Coxe of the state of aftairs, and supposes that Mr Motte has communi- 
cated the particulars to the Governor. Requests that Mr Motte may 
be directed to quiet the fears of the merchants and to restore business 
to its normal condition. In any case, the writer will perform his duty 
to the Company to the best of his abilities

him money for the purpose of attacking Bengal, laughed at his proposal. 
After this lebuff from the Mahrattas, he had recourse to his own 
finances, but thev are in so poor a condition that he can pay his soldiers a 
daily wage of only four annas per head Consequently his levies are 
very inconsiderable. The Governor can judge from this how little Mir

However His 
Majesty is master of his household and of his servants, and the sole 
manager of his affairs* In the past, whenever necessity arose, the 
English sarddrs, out of loyalty to His Majesty and with a view to 
promoting his interests, repiesented to him frankly whatever they 
thought most advisable. It is quite conceivable (since all men are

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liable to make mistakes) that in advising His Majesty, ttey may have 
sometimes committed errors of Judgment [but as to their sincerity, 
there can be no doubt of it]. It is plain, however, that in some respects

In the present case. His Majesty has followed his own ^ golden ^ will 
The English sarddrs will not say anything about it now. Later on 
His Majesty^s sincere well-wishers will be separated from his false 
friends and it will be seen who gave him good advice and who misled 
him. Since His Majesty has been pleased to dismiss Najaf Khan from 
the faiijddrl of Kora, it only remains for the English to hope that 
to please them His Majesty will treat him generously. He is an old 
and tried friend of the English sarddrs^ and they flatter themselves 
that His Majesty will attach due importance to this fact and show the 
Khto a little consideration in spite of the feelings of resentment which 
His Majesty hai hours against him.

the writer enjoys the protection of ihe English, and possesses no highei 
wish than that he, his brothers, his sons and his friends, may lay down 
their lives in the service of the Company, As regards the movements 
of Mir Qasim and the attitude of the Courts of Allahabad and Paiza- 
bad towards him, the W’riter has already communicated what came 
to his knowledge, to Mr Motte, who must have informed the Gov- 
ernor. Notwithstanding this fact and the fact that the Governor 
receives constantly authentic news from various sources by the 
the writer, as desired, communicates what he has heard to His 
Excellency. Mir Qasim who once resided with the Rohillas, is most 
probably still encouraged by them in his hopes. And should he by 
tbe assistance of the Sikhs and the Mahiattas succeed in making war 
upon the English, the Rohillas also will join him. Having repaired 
to Gohad, he began to levy troops and sent vaMls to the Sikhs and 
the Mahrattas soliciting their assistance. But all his schemes have 
come to naught. As he paid his troops from the proceeds of his jewels 
and as in selling them recently he sustained a great loss and was 
consequently obliged to stop payment, several of his sardars deseited 
him with all their followers, and his force is dwindling day by 
day. It is reported that the Sikhs have made peace with Neval Singh 
in consideration of a sum of money. What their future designs are, 
is unknown. The Mahrattas continue to remain at Karanli plunder- 
ing the Rajputs of Jainagar, and it is supposed that after settling 
matters in that quarter, they will advance this way. Tbe Mahratta 
'caMls who came to Allahabad, were introduced to His Majesty by 
the Vazir. Later, they accompanied him to Paizabad where they 
received dresses. They were then sent back with presents for four 
Mahratta sardars, in company with an envoy from the V azir The 
envoy bore a letter to them inviting them to advance to Kalpi and 
assuring them that after their arrival at that place, ‘ the Vazir wmuld 
’ co-operate with them and settle matters to their satisfaction. It is 
probable that the Mahrattas will advance towards Kalpi There are 
several other items of news which the writer has beard, but as they 
lack confirmation, the writer postpones the communication of them to 
some future occasion. The Vazir is now the sole manager of the 
King^s household, and his authority is unlimited. Najaf Khan 
has been dismissed from the office of Faujddr of Kora, and $usamu'd- 
Din Khan, a dependant of the Vazir^s appointed m his place Ob- 
serves that Najaf Khan is a sardar of note and has a fine body of 
troops under his command. A letter from the Governor to the Khan 
and another to Colonel Galliez will greatly encourage the ghan Let 
him not apply to others for protection. With respect to the Governor's 
suggestion that in view of Mir Qasim^s designs on Bengal, the 
writer should strengthen the frontiers of his country and establish 
friendship with the principal zammddrs in his neighbourhood, replies 
that there is in these parts only one zanimddf of consequence, namely, 
Raja Hindu Pat and with him the writer has intercourse. The 
Governor will be satisfied to learn that Raja Hindu Pat is firm in his 
friendship for the writer and that the latter will not neglect to use 
every means in his power to ensure the safety of his country.

Among the 
deserters is Dan Shah, a relation of the Jat who acted as Mir Qasim^s 
BaMisJii. Dan Shah is a very intriguing man and consequently his loss 
is felt severely by Mir Qasim His Af gh an sarddrs have also deserted 
him, so that he is now^ left with an insignificant body of troops in 
the fort of Behet. However, he has his vahlh with the Mahrattas 
and has proposed to them that if they will espouse his cause, he will 
pay them a crore of rupees immediately on his taking possession of 
Bengal. The Jats are divided into two parties. One party is treating 
with the Sikhs with the object of exterminating the Mabrattas and 
the other is entreating the Mahrattas to make war on the Sikhs. The 
Sikhs are receiving money from both parties. On the 2^4th, the Sikhs 
were in camp on the outskirts of the Jat countiy and the Mahrattas near 
Jaipur.

the Governor's letter regarding the remissness of the cJiauHs. 
Is day and night engaged in the affairs of the 8ar/mr and does not for 
a single moment neglect his duty. Before the^ arrival of the 
Governor's letter, Mr Alexander had received intelligence to the effect 
that about twenty or twenty-five Frenchmen were proceeding from 
Chandarnagar with merchandize. The writer immediately informed the 
cliaukiddrs stationed between Monghyr and Patna, and issued general 
orders to all the ^dmils enjoining them to apprehend tne Frenchmen 
wherever they might be found and to send them to Patna. Has also 
dispatched Jiarldfahs in every direction in search of the Frenchmen. On 
being traced, they will he apprehended, and notice sent to the Governor. A 
most diligent search has been made fot the Frenchmen from Monghyr to 
the Karamnasa, but without effect. It appears that they have not yet 
come up the river so far. Anyway every chaukl has been warned 
to redouble its vigilance- As regards M. Canonje, when Mr Alex- 
ander and the writer were recently making the circuit of the province, 
he arrived at Patna and took up his residence within the French fac- 
tory. With him or a little after him came three boats under a 
parvdnaJi of the Balch,sh-handar in the name of the French Company , 
and the goods were deposited in the French factory.^ On the writer^s 
return to Patna, he sent a message to M. Canonje to the effect that 
it was illegal for a private European to reside in the country for the

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purpose of carrying on trade. M Canonje made answer that he had 
not come to Patna clandestinely but openly, that he had the parvmcili 
of the Bal^sli-landar with him and had not met with any interruption 
from the chmiMddrs between Hooghly and Patna, The writer told 
him in reply that the pafvdnah was made out in the name of the 
Company and not in his, and that it was necessary for him to return 
to Chandarnagar, for the writer would neither permit him to remain 
at Patna nor to proceed further. The writer at the same time placed 
harlamli^ upon him. He has promised to set out in two or three 
days and only requests permission to put his affairs in order. The 
writer was not previously aware of this expedition of IM Canonje 
and as he had passed the cJiauJm from Hooghly to Monghyr un- 
molested, he was suffered to pass further, and the chmiludars did not 
apprise the writer of the matter But the moment M. Canonje 
arrived at Patna, and the writer discovered that he was a Frenchman, 
were placed upon him. Will send him along with two or 
three other Burojpeans who have been arrested, to Muhammad Eiza 
Kh an. Is hy no means deficient in watchfulness. Will now redouble 
Lis activity so that nothing shall escape his nothje in future.

that artful persons whose business it is to propagate falsehoods, have 
told the Governor such things as have no foundation in fact, and made 
him uneasy ; and that they are attempting to break the^ bond of 
friendship existing between the English and the writer. It is utterly 
impossible for the writer to describe the attachment he has for the 
English and which he hopes is mutual. As the chief characteristics 
of the English are truth and justice and as the writer is a lover of those 
qualities, he is confident that the friendship between him and the 
English will perpetually receive new strength, and that neither he nor 
the Governor will in their actions deviate from its path. In any case, 
friendship and prudence demand that should a designing peison 
make insinuations, one should first of all see whether they are true or 
false. If false, it is one^s duty to punish the author of those insin- 
uations, in order that it may have a deterrent effect on others. Indeed, 
it would be better if the Governor made the writer acquainted with 
whatever information His Excellency might receive against him, to 
enable him to clear himself of the false charges.

184 Prom Baja Shitab Kay; Nazi Ndztm of Behar On the evening 
of the 9th Neval Singh advanced towards Ghurden which is about six 
Icds from Dig; and it being resolved that the army should take its position 
there; detachments weie sent to escort the baggage As the resolution of 
encamping at that place was sudden and unexpected; scaicely any risdlaJi 
wasprepaied; and theaimy was considerably weakened by the absence of 
many people who returned for their necessaries to Dig In the mean- 
time; the Mahrattas began to advance and form themselves near the 
fort of Sankah, and sending on their heavy baggage to Mathura; pre- 
pared for battle. Kunvar Dan Shah and Mula Nand were strongly of 
opinion that it would be best to risk an action as they were within 
i^o kos of the enemy and micrht in vain seek for such an opportunity 
again Consequently notwithstanding the remonstrances of Madoe 
and Sumroo who objected to the proposal on the score of the lateness of 
the hour, the opinion of Dan Shah prevailed and he accordingly pushed 
forward from the main army with about 2,000 choice horse composed 
of Eajputs and the natives of Bedawar. The Mahrattas opposed them 
with rockets and such of their cannon as weie ready and did terrible 
execution amongst Dan Shakes horse Thakur Das Shankar was killed 
and Kunvar Kilak dangerously wounded The whole party was either 
dispersed or slain Troops were ordered to support Dan Shah; but the 
affair was decided before they could join him. He made his escape with 
great difficulty and took^ shelter behind the artillery Hitherto the 
battle had been fought with rockets and artillery but now the sword 
was brought into requisition. Baushan KhaU; Shaikh Khan 
Muhammad and (3 opal Bao alighted from their horses and charged 
sword in hand. Ganga Parshad and Jodh Baj led on the Begent's 
army. After two hours’ close engagement Neval Singh was obliged to 
retreat within the lines of Sumroo, who had formed a square after the 
European fashion, and had for a long time sustained repeated shocks 
of the enemy Finding himself in a tight corner, Neval Singh threw 
away his ornaments lest he should be recognised by the enemy, and 
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with a few attendants reached the fort in safety. Several mrddrs of 
rank entered it immediately after and assured him of their steadiness 
and perse veiance in the task of retrieving the defeat. Never was a 
greater number of saidars killed and wounded in any battle. As to the 
rank and file, it is computed that 5,000 horse and foot were wounded 
and 2,000 killed All the artillery was left on the field except 
two light pieces which Sumroo has brought off. The army was so 
completely broken that numbers returned after wandering about 
seven kos from the battle-field. Had it not been for the intrepid 
behaviour of Madoc and Sumroo in the retreat, not a single man could 
have escaped the swords of the Mahrattas The gates of Dig are 
barricaded, but the Mahrattas have not ventured within the reach of 
the cannon. Their loss is supposed to be considerable and they are 
very anxious to conceal it. It is rumoured that the Regent will send 
for the Sikhs once more.

of the Mahrattas and their present contest with the Jats ought to 
be well weighed and pondered, for should these disorders grow and 
gather strength, a grave crisis will arise. At present the foundation 
of mischief is weak and unsettled. Now is the time to destioy it by 
some well-chosen act of policy, Whereas should the evil spread further, 
it will not be stopped without a great deal of trouble.

This is an honour, 
however, which the English sarddu do not deserve One of the virtues 
of the English is that they love to speak the truth and hate flattering 
any one That is why they have always offered His Majesty frank 
advice, and have never suggested a measure which, in their opinion, 
was not conducive to the welfare and prosperity of the house of Timur 
In the present case, their advice to His Majesty is the same as they 
have given bef 01 e. from the very beginning they have considered the 
Mahrattas unreliable, and nothing has happened since to make them 
change their opinion. In the past they were invited several times to 
Northern India by the vmard ; how far they performed their promises 
and proved their loyalty, His Majesty knows very well They have 
always been and wiU ever bo hostile to the emperors of Hindustan for the 
simple reason that they owe their rapid rise to power and their conquest 
of vast territories to the weakness of the Empire Can it then be sup- 
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posed ttat they will support it against their own interests ? It is plain 
that their sole object is to serve themselves, and that whatever they do, 
will be directed towards that end. Finallj^ they will become masters of 
the whole empire and His Majesty will depend on them for his daily 
bread. In short, the Mahrattas, instead of being a help to His Majesty, 
are great obstacles in his way. His Majesty therefore must never 
support this perfidious people in the destruction of the chiefs of Northern 
India. On the contrary, he should with the co-operation of those 
chiefs endeavour to drive the Mahrattas back to their own country. 
What more can the writer say^ It has been presumptuous on his part 
to advise His Majesty. However His Majesty^s permission and the 
consciousness of the fact that the English sarddrs are devoted to his 
cause, must be the writer^s excuse. As regards His Majesty^s proposal 
to send Najaf Khan to Delhi for the purpose of escorting Prince Javan 
Ba^t to Agra, replies as follows Although Najaf £han will perform 
whatever task is entrusted to him, with the utmost fidelity and to 
the best of his abilities, yet the case of the young Prince is different.

actually met and agreed, so the report goes, to invite His Majesty to 
Agra and tell him plainly that if he accepts their invitation, it is well, 
otherwise they will think of some other measures to prosecute their 
scheme for conquest. As His Majesty puts no trust in any one but the 
Governor and the other English sarddrs, ne requests His Excellency's 
advice as to what he should do in the circumstances. Considers that 
his proceeding to the capital at the present juncture is advisable for 
several reasons First, the honour of the floyal house will be saved. 
There is an old proverb to the effect that worldly possessions should 
be sacrificed to save life but life itself should be sacrificed to save 
honour. Secondly, His Majesty^s going to Agra will greatly 
strengthen the hands of Najibu^d-Daulah and the other sarddrs. 
Thirdly, the present is the most favourable time for His Majesty to 
re-conquer the dominions of his ancestors- Notwithstanding these 
considerations, however, His Majesty will not think of inarching 
towards his capital unless he secures the assistance of the English 
sa)ddrs. Should the Governor approve of the above idea, he requests 
that troops may be sent to ^ attend his stirrup *’. Last year, the Governor 
consented to allow four complete battalions to accompany His Majesty 
in case he decided to march to the capital In the present year as the 
Mahrattas and NajibuM-Daulah have united and made mighty prepara- 
tions for war, it is expedient that His Majesty should second their endea- 
vours by putting a numerous and well-appointed army in the field. The 
Governor should, therefore, over and above the four battalions already 
promised, order four or five more to join His Majesty without delay His 
Excellency should also urge the V azir to be ready with his troops. Also, 
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the officer who will be put in charge of the Royal family and effects at Alla- 
habad may be directed to perform his duty with care and vigilance^ to 
co-operate with His Majesty^s son and the sardd'i who may be left 
behind, and to evacuate the fort for the accommodation of His Majesty’s 
mahaL Encloses a paper of intelligence which has just been received.

opportunities for personal interviews among chiefs even though they 
be neighbours and friends, are so very rare. If it were not so and if 
they did not entrust the conduct of important negotiations to their 
vaMls, the settlement of affairs would not be protracted for years. The 
fact of the matter is that the vakUs, as a class, are untrustworthy 
and consequently the few that are trustworthy are not considered so by 
the sarddrs of Hindustan. The negotiations that are going on between 
the Raja and the English are a case in point At first ZainuT-Abidin 
Khan was deputed to Nagpur to negotiate a treaty with the Raja, 
but owing to the latter^s distrust of him, he returned to Bengal without 
accomplishing his object. Afterwards the writer, with a view to a 
speedy conclusion of the treaty, sent the Raja two agreements, one signed 
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and sealed by the Nawab SaifuM-Daulah and the other by the English 
mrdarSj fully persuaded that the Raja would send in return a similar 
agreement containing his pledges to cairy out his part of the treaty 
But great was the writer's surprise when he saw the Rajahs vaMl come 
empty-handed and learnt that the valll was empowered only to negoti- 
ate but not to sign a treaty. The English reposed confidence in the 
Raja but he has not leciprocated it and in reply to the agreements 
referred to above has sent ordinary letters and verbal messages through 
his vahU Let the Raja put himself in the place of the English and 
say honestly if he would not feel slighted at receiving such an offhand 
reply to his solemn pledges Would he attach so much importance to 
the verbal message delivered by a 'vaMl as to sign a treaty which would 
be binding not only upon himself but also upon his successors, without 
taking into consideration the fact that that vaklVs master may repu- 
diate the whole proceeding ? Moreover, would he sign the treaty with 
any regard for the safety of his honour and interests ^ In Europe the 
procedure regarding treaties is that soon after they have been signed and 
sealed by the two contracting parties, they are simultaneously exchanged 
between them. This is done through persons of good birth and high 
attainments Has not heard of an instance in which a person of ob- 
scure origin in Europe may have been sent with a verbal message to a 
prince and procured a treaty from him on the strength of that message 
alone With regard to their relations with the Raja, the English 
sardars have done all that they possibly could. They sent him 
a copy of the treaty which they wanted to conclude with him 
and waited most patiently for a reply. It came at last but was very 
disappointing. They did not expect that he would accuse them of 
duplicity, time-serving and procrastination. These are very serious 
charges which he can never substantiate Wants to know on what 
occasion or occasions they resorted to duplicity* Did they resort to 
duplicity when they inarched three battalions of troops through Orissa 
without doing any one harm or when in the year 1180 a. h. they 
sent troops to Orissa to punish Sheo Bhat who had revolted against 
him ? At the time when the Raja was at war with Madhu Rao, the 
English sardars were ready to help the Raja, but his letter arrived 
in the month of May and the rains commenced in June. In the 
circumstances it was impossible for them to go to his assistance. After 
a while news of his victory over Madhu Rao airived which greatly 
rejoiced their anxious hearts. To have marched 500 Ids in order to 
go to his assistance at a time when most armies shut themselves up 
in cantonments, when there did not exist any agreement between him 
and the English and when they knew that by the time they arrived 
at the seat of war, it would be over, would certainly have teen an 
unprecedented act of generosity. But the fact that ignoiing all these 
considerations they have not risen to the height of such generosity 
does not show that they have been guilty of time-serving. Has 
expressed himself somewhat bitterly in this letter, but he hopes that 
the Raja will attribute it to his sinceiity and candour. They have 
not quarrelled in the past and there is no reason why they should 
quarrel in future. Assures the Raja that he on his pait will do his 
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utmost to strengthen the foundation of friendship existing between 
them. By the blessing of God all affairs will be settled satisfactorily.

If 
they see that they can gain an advantage easily and in a little time, 
they will pursue that advantage — no matter how trivial and temporary 
it may be — in preference to solid and permanent benefits that can only 
be obtained through patience and labour. NajibuM-Daulah is the 
victim of a similar delusion.

But how cruelly has he been undeceived. The Mahrattas no longer 
pay attention to his counsels : and while they are ravaging the country 
of his kinsman jHafiz Eahmat Khan and destroying the foundations of 
the power of the Eohillas, he, as their ally, is obliged to remain a 
silent spectator of the tragedy. It would take years for the country to 
recover from the depredations of the Mahrattas. Had he formed an 
alliance with the Jats, how easy it would have been for him to defeat 
the Mahrattas It is a pity that when the Eajputs were being des- 
troyed by the Mahrattas^ tiie Jats looked calmly on ; and that when 
the Jats met with a similar fate, the Eohillas watched their downfall 
with perfect composure.

they might carry on their business free from anxiety. Since the very 
inception of this scheme, the writer has had nothing in view but the 
satisfaction of the gentlemen of the Committee and the faithful perfor- 
mance of their orders. Will not fail the Committee m any matter much 
less in the execution of the present scheme from which the Governor 
expects such great advantages — advantages to which the writer also 
confidently looks forward.

They, after due deliberation 
and consideration, now recommend that Raja Kishn Chand be deprived 
of all the power and authority he exercises over Nadia, and that 
Mr Reade be appointed to manage the affairs of the revenues of that 
district. The Governor has therefore appointed Mr Reade to enquire 
into the state of the revenues of Nadia and to manage the affairs of 
the zamlnddrl in the name of Raja Kishn Chand. They do not con- 
template raising the revenue above the figure already fixed ; they wish to 
put a stop to all the irregularities in the collection of the revenue and 
to ensure that it will be punctually collected henceforward and that the 
true valuation of the land will he ascertained. When the latter aim is 
achieved, will be granted to the ryots so that no future amlns 

or tafisllddrs may collect more revenue than what is mentioned in 
them. The benefits which will accrue in future in consequence of 
this system will be to the advantage of the ryots. Declares that the 
ryots will be lelieved of the acts of tyranny and oppression from which 
they have of long been the victims , and if in any village in that district 
any person is found guilty of oppression, the duties of the amlns 
will be to take stejis to put a stop to it, and to inflict such punishment 
on the culprit as may detci others from doing likewise.

Although this sum will scarcely gratify him, yet it is 
beyond the power of the Eohilla sarddrs to pay more. Says that 
there are two ways of rooting out the Mahrattas. The one is for all 
the sarddrs of Hindustan to unite together (of which at present there 
is no prospect), and the other is the arrival of Abdali. He has great 
confidence in Nawab Dundi Khan and will certainly come if the 
Governor and Nawab Dundi Khan write to him If he cannot do so 
personally, he will send his son Timur Shah. Says that one good 
point about Abdali is that he never remains in Hindustan. He 
goes back to his country as soon as his affairs here are settled. He 
has no confidence in His Majesty or the Vazir. They formerly 
promised to pay him 45 IdkJis of rupees, but did not pay him a iatm 
more than ^Idhlis. Will inform the Governor of all that comes to 
his knowledge.

Demand 2. — ^I£ Shah S.lam comes from Allahabad to Delhi and is 
seated upon the throne, the sum of 15 Idl/is of rupees is to be imme- 
diatelv paid, but if it is not convenient for His Majesty to come, the 
sum of 15 Idlks of rupees is to be paid in 2 months. 

Answer. — Agreeably to the demand the sum of 15 IdMs of rupees 
shall be paid up on the arrival of His Majesty to the capital, but should 
he not come, the amount will be paid after deducting the revenues of 
the districts [dependent on Shahjahanabad]. 

Demand 3. — ^A new sanad is to be granted to the Mahrattas for 
Meerut and other districts according to former custom. 

Anstver — It shall be granted. 

Demand 4. — The Mahrattas are to be permitted to observe all other 
customs as before. 

Answer. — They shall be permitted to continue their customs as

JasamuM-Din Khan whom His Excellency had appointed Controller of 
the Royal Household, is one of the men who played the most important 
part in making those arrangements The writer is of opinion that if 
His Excellency’s troops had sailed to Allahabad after the plan was de- 
cided upon at Benares, all would have been well and this business which 
has now assumed so serious an aspect would have been nipped in the 
bud. However what is done cannot be undone. The writer intended 
to accompany His Majesty to the confines of Kora and had asked 
Captain Brooke to meet him there with two battalions. Had also 
written to the commander of Captain Harper’s detachment to go to 
Cawnpore by water and hold himself in readiness to march when ordered. 
Has just received letters from the sarddrs at Calcutta. They are greatly 
dissatisfied with His Majesty who took no notice of their advice. 
They have decided to leave His Majesty alone to look after his own 
affairs. They have strictly enjoined the writer not to interfere with 
His Majesty but let him do whatever he likes. The English people can 
in no way countenance His Majesty’s enterprise. The writer is 
therefore unable to accompany His Majesty to Kora as was proposed 
before, because the people will then consider the English sarddrs a 
party to this move. In the Presence there are some people who will 
not accompany [the King to Shahjahanabad] without the writer and 
now they know not what to do. Assures His Excellency that his concern 
at the intended march of His Ma-jesty is not based on any selfish 
motive but on the personal safety of His Majesty, who is now going to 
plunge into deep waters.

On 2 May the Vazir invested with the honours of a 
IdiaVat, jewels etc., took leave of His Majesty and left for Allahabad 
General Barker and the Vazir will both accompany His Majesty to 
Kora, and will then return. . The Royal resolution will be definitely 
known after His Majesty^s arrival at Kora. From the correspondence 
of General Barker, the Governor is, most probably, acquainted with the 
negotiations carried on between the Vazir and His Majesty. The 
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General tried every possible means to dissuade His Majesty from this 
move but to no purpose. Is always firm in his friendship with the 
Governor as well as the English sarddrs. The writer is ever anxious 
about the Governor's welfare Hopes he will write to him every now 
and then.

Forwards the followin j particulars for the Governor’s infor- 
mation. Some time ago the writer heard that the French intended to 
erect a new factory at Chandia and had written to the French 
Director strongly opposing it He received no reply notwithstanding 
his repeated objections. A few days later he received information 
from the members of the Council that in defiance of his repeated warn- 
ino-s the French had despatched some of their men to Chandia and 
employed them to erect a new factory there. Having learnt this he 
immediately ordered the people of the sarJiar to turn the French out 
of Chandia and not to allow them to remain in its neighbourhood. 
Thereupon the French replied that they had purchased a plot of land 
from the zannndars and intended to erect a new factory and to dis- 
mantle the one they had at Jugdia. The writer said in reply that the 
zammadr had no power to sell a plot of land to any body without the 
nermission of the Government and that they would never be allowed 
to elect a factory at Chandia without the consent of the Nazim, of

Encloses a copy of his reply which he despatched to the French for the 
Governor to read. The matter is still unsettled because the French 
have neither answered his letter nor requested any other plot of land 
in the parganah of Jngdia. In obedience to the order of the Governor, 
the writer will assign a plot of land to the French in the parganah of 
Choudagong and ask the zamwlars to return the money if they have 
received any from the French people for the sale of their land In- 
timates that having iinderstood the particulars of the Governor's letter 
to Nawab MubarakuM-Daulah, he delivered it to him.

Has 
learnt ‘ today' (id June) from the correspondence of a I'eliable person 
that His Majesty has issued orders for the erection of eleven bunga- 
lows at Bhuttore near Kora It is therefore presumed that until 
the Mahrattas evacuate the fort of Shahjahauabad and it conies into 
His Majesty's possession, he will never set out for the capital. 
Accordingly His Majesty has despatched Yaqut Khan (one oi the 
Royal eunuchs) vnth seven Mal^ats and bills for ^ Idl/is of rupees 
to Shahjahanabad.

In order to guard the fort and to prevent other sarddrs from occu- 
pying it, he has pitched his tents by the side of the fiver and keeps 
a vigilant watch over the QaVahddr. Saifu'd-Din Muhammad Khan 
negotiated in vain with the Mahrattas for the evacuation of the 
fort.

By the death of Mh Ja^far^ Nawab Nazim of Bengal^ Bihar and 
O^i^sa in Febniaiy 17(35, the masnacl of Muishidabad fell vacant.^ 
Without any iightto inteifere in the choice of a successor, theie were 
nevertheless two strong motives which impelled the Council at Calcutta 
to set up a nominee of then own. The one was personal and selfish ; 
the other was the mtciest of the Company whose servants they weie. 
They had seen the iichestheii piedecessois had reaped by the elevation 
of Mil Ja^'faitothe 7na^,md mVlhl , by that of his successor in 1760, 
by Mir Ja^fai'^s lestoration thiee yeais latei, and they had not foigotten 
the lesson they had learnt fiom placing a strong and vigoious ruler like 
Mil Qasim on the throne. Accoidingly the choice of the Council, then 
1 educed by vacancies to eight membeis, fell upon NajinuM-Daiilah, the 
fifteen-year old son of the late Nawab Mil Ja^far The minoiity of 
ihe new Nawab was made the excuse for appointing a Regent, acieatine 
of the Company’s who should wield at then command whatever power 
^\as still left to the now nominal ^uhaluldr Muhammad Riza Khan, 
Governor of Dacca and a fiiend of Loid Clive, was appointed Nmh 
Ndziw^^ 01 Deputy Rulei, on a salaiy of 3 IdlJis^ of lupees a yeai with 
tYia iii\e 0 ^ Mnzaffai Jang In vain the Nawab piotested against the 
selection of Muhammad Riza Khan, the Council weie fiim, and he had 
to give •\\ay He lefused however to hold any direct communication 
with the Deputy thus thiust upon him, and who could not be lemoved 
without the consent of the Council at Calcutta All state affans were 
earned on between the Ndz'im and hi^Naib by means of an intermediary, 
a couitiei of the name of K unshi SadruM-Din. Two othci noblemen the 
Jagat Seth, ^ leputed the lichest bankei m India, and Raja Ray Durlabh 
were also nominated, ostensibly as Assistants to the Nazi Nazim, in 
leality to keep a cheek and a watch upon him. Thus the Nawab became 
a meie dependent of the Company He had to renew the treaty of 
alliance and amity concluded between his piedecessors and the Company, 
and had to leave the entne management of the state to his newly 
appointed Deputy through whom he was to leceive even his stipulated 
pension of 53 lakhs of rupees a ycai

Clive landed in Bengal, having been sent out again bj the Diiectois of 
the East India Company with full powers to reform the abuses now 
giown chionic among theii seivants in India.^ On the very day of his 
landing the English tioops at Koia gained a decisive victory ovei 
Shuja'^uM-DauLih ,Nawab Vazir of Oudh, and obliged him, like the 
Emperor, to throw himself on the mercy of the English. Clive at once 
set himself to make the best use of the event in ordei to advance the 
inteiests of the Company and place their political power on a fiimer 
footing He concluded a tieaty with the \anquished Emperor and hiS 
Yazir undei the teims of which the Emperor granted to the Company 
the Dlbdnl, 'l the right of collecting and leceiving the revenues of 
Bengal, Bihai and Oiissa, in return foi an annual tiibute of 26,00,000 
and certain teiiitorial concessions It was this grant that tiansfeiied to 
the Company the whole of the civil administiation of the suhah.

of these piovinces is totally m fact vested in the East India Company. 
Nothing remains to him but the name and shadow of authonty. 
This name however^ this shadow it is indisensably necessary we should 
seem to venerate . . . Under the sanction of a Subah eveiy encroachment 
that may attempted by foreign poweis can effectually be crushed 
without any appaient intei position of our own authority ... Nor can it 
be supposed that either the French^ Dutch, oi Danes would leadily 
acknowledge the Company's Subahship and pay in to the hands of their 
servants the duties upon tiade or the quit rents of those distiicts which 
they may have long been possessed of by virtue of the royal phirmaiind 
or giants fiorn foimer nabobs.'’^ He realized too the difficulties that 
would aiibe if the fiscal administiation of the country were at once taken 
over dnectly by the European officers of the Company, who could know 
nothing of the intricacies of the vaiious land-tennies and other institutions 
pievailmg in the piovinces, on which the revenue system was based 
Accordingly he vested the power of the Company as the Ulvdn of the 
Gieat Yiughal m Muhammad Riza KEan the Ndib Ndz%m at Muishid- 
abad, and another friend of his named Suitab Ray. The lattei^ bad 
repiesented the Company in negotiating with the Emperor Shah ^Alam 
both hefoieand after the battle of Buxar, and was now likewise appointed 
Ndib Ndzmi at Patna for the Province of Bihar on an annual salaiy 
of 1 lakh of rupees. Thus the tw^o noblemen, who weie not meiely 
Is’dib yfmms but Ndib Divans^ united in their persons the double func- 
tions of Civil and Executive Admmistratois of the country, carrying on 
the government entirely thiough Indian officials 

Clive sailed for England on 29 January 1767. But no sooner 
had he turned, his back than the defects of the system he had inaugur-

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ated began to show themselves While he left all real powei with the 
Company^ the responsibility of government still lay with the JVdid 
Ndzitns and their native subordinates This divided authoiity coupled 
with the lapacity of the Emopean employes of the Company and 
theii native gumdsJitahS} eager only to profit by piivate trade, made 
the lot of the lyot and the aitizan unbearable. Extortion and oppies- 
sion were life; the country was impoverished , lands weie thrown out 
of cultivation^ so that when the gieat famine of 1770 swept over Bengal 
it can fed off more than one thiid of the total populace leaving the 
lest in utter destitution All this was well perceived by the Boaid at 
Foit William when in 1769 they appointed in each distiict a European 
Supei visor to contiol the woik of the native revenue collcbtors But 
as this remedy bi ought little improvement, they next set up two Coun- 
cils of Revenue^ one at Murshidabad and the other at Patna^ gi eatly 
restiaining the poweis of the Ndib Blvdns, who day by day saw the 
contiol of affaiis gradually slipping fiom then hands Yet neithei 
Supervisors noi Councils could ariest the gi owing evil and in 1770 the 
Company so far from profiting by the grant of the Dlbdnl found itself 
on the verge of bankruptcy The Diiectois at London justly alaimed 
at the situation which was becoming worse and woise^ decided to 
assume the diiect management of the levenues and in 1772 appointed 
Wairen Hastings Governor to extricate them fiom their difficulties. 
On his aiiival in Calcutta the two Ndih Divans^ who had held office 
under three successive Nawabs, viz, NajmuM-Daulah, Saifuffi-Daulah 
and MubarakuM-Daulah, weie aiiested on charges of misappropiiation 
and embezzlement and brought down to Calcutta foi tiial They weie 
however found innocent and weie reinstated as Naib Ndzwt^y but not 
as Ndib Birdns, The powers of the formei w^ere now gi eatly reduced, 
and if the office was suffeied to continue it was moie as an act of couitesy 
to the injured paities than fiom any leal need. Shitab Ray died in 
17 7S^ and Muhammad Riza Khan was again expelled from office in 
1778S with the death of the foimer and the dismissal of the latter 
the office of Ndib of the Ntzdmat came to an end. 


APPENDIX B. 


The Vazlr. 

The word Vazzr is Arabic, and its literal meaning is ^porteP. It is 
thus exactly parallel to the English woid ^ministei^ in its primal y 
sense of ^servanP, and its derived sense of a high officer of state 

During the Mughal rule m India the vizdiatSiS a sepaiate office did 
not exist. All the highest posts in the state weie held by military officers 
who were distinguished by their mansabs. The man^ab was a military

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title signifying the number of hoise under the command of the title-hol- 
dei. The Jtn-i’-Alhaily our only contempoiary authoiity foi the Mughal 
constitution and administration^ gives the hig^hest watnab as the com- 
mand of 10^000 horse j this was usually held by the heir to the thione It 
IS in the later peiiod of the Mughal rule_, vi^c aftei the death of Aurang- 
zebj when the Emiare was on the decline^ that the title of Vazl) comes 
pi eminently into oui notice. Yet even then it does not seem to signify' 
any paiticular post oi oifice ; it is still a mere title of distinction confeired 
on an influential chiefs who might seeme it fiom his sovereign either 
through the royal favour or by bis own power Nor yet was it the highest 
that the Gieat Mu gh al could confer; theie weie otheis^ such as TakU-'t- 
sometimes bestowed on a favouiite ministei as one powerful chief 
had to be supeiseded by anothei more seiviceable and faithful Most 
notable among those who were called Tazh we may count Asad Khan 
in the reign of Bahadui ^hah^ Zulfaqar Khan m the reigns of Bahadur 
Shah and Jahandai Shah^ Sayyid ^Abdu'’l-lah in tne leigns of Fariuyi 
Siyar and his immediate successois Sayyid ^AbduT-lah was the govei- 
nor of Allahabad and by his acts deserved the name which he bears 
in histoiy of ‘king makeih Aftei him the government of the province 
of Allahabad was foi some time^ like the government of Oudh latei on, 
an annexe to the title of Tcuzli ^ which the gradual allegation of duties, 
lights and le-^ponsibilities, as yet not cleaiiy defined, by its successive 
holdeis had conveited into an office. The next notable Tazhs weie 
NizamuT-Mulk, Subahddr of the Deccan (from whom the piesent 
Nizams of Hyderabad are descended), and Safdai Jang, in the reigns of 
Muhammad Shah and Ahmad Shah lespectively. Safdar Jang was the 
nephew and successoi of Sa^adat Kh an, the Y iceioy of Oudh, who 
founded the line of the independent Nawabs of Oudh He resided 
at Delhi and ruled the Empire with absolute authority, while the king 
gave himself up to a life of pleasme He was succeeded in the Vtzdiat 
by IntiizamuM-Daulah.^ IntizamuM-Daiilah'^s nephew Ghaziu^d-Dm 
Khan/^ who subsequently became notoiious foi his wickedness and 
ciuelty, w^as at this time Commandei of the Impeiial foices. He now 
set on foot an intiigue to oust his uncle and usuip the Vizdiat, which 
he soon obtained with the help of the Mahrattas. As the Emperor^s 
movements roused suspicions in his mind he deposed and blinded him, 
raising to the thione the vain and weak ^Alamgir II whom he kept a 
piisoner at Delhi GhaziuM-Din continued in the F izdrat which, 
backed by the force of the Mahrattas, he held until 1759 , when the 
Emperor was murdeied at his command. Soon after Ahmad Shah 
Abdali the king of Afghanistan entered the Punjab and advanced on 
Delhi Ghaziir’d-Din, whose friendship with the Mahiattas exposed 
him to resentment of the Shah, fled from Delhi and he took himself 
to the protection of the Baja of the Jats 

The next T' azlr of the Empire was Asaf Jah Shu3aVl-MuIk, the 
Nawab ShujaVd-Daulah AbuT-Masur Khan Bahadur Safdar Jang

He had 
escaped from Delhi to save himself from the clutches of Ghaziu'd-Din^ 
and had sought sheltei with Nawab Shu 3 a^u'’d-Daulah The lattei was 
now lewaided with the style of ? uzh of the Empiie. But lacking 
men and resouices the new Emperor could not return and oust his 
enemies fiom his capital Accoidingly with the help of the Nawab he 
set out towaids the end of W53 to conquer the pi evinces of Bengal^ 
Bihai and Orissa against the combined aimies of the Nawab JS‘dzi7}i 
of Bengal; and of his allies and protectors since Plassey, the East 
India Company. Ahmad Shah Abdali was now preparing to meet the 
MahiattaS; against whose formidable powei he invited all the Mussulman 
Chiefs of Hindustan to combine Shuja^uM-Daulah accepted the invita- 
tion and joined hands with the invader, and lendeied him valuable help 
in the battle of Panipat m 1761, which destioyed once for ail the 
Mahrattas^ hopes of founding an Empiie. 

Two yeais later a quariel arose between Mir Qasim ^ Ali Khan 
Nawab Nazim of Bengal; and the East India Company who had placed 
him on the masnad The Nawab; seveial times defeated by the English 
army; fled from Bengal and took refuge with Shu^a^uM-Ddulah The 
Fazlr at once took up the cause__of the fugitive Nawab and also induced 
the thioneless Empeior Sbah ^ Alam, who had been living in his terntoiy 
n.nd practically depended on him; to accompany him in an expedition 
towai ds the east. The Empeioi, the and the ex-Nawab all now 

marched together on Patna wEich they assaulted on 3 May 1764 
But the city was defended by the English troops and the invaders had 
to retiie to Buxar, where they encamped during the lains Major 
Hectoi Munro at the head of the largest English force which had yet 
assembled in India marched on Buxai; met the VazlFs aimy, and com- 
pletely defeated it The Emperor smiendeied and placed himself under 
the protection of the English; while the Vazir escaped to his own 
territories where he was followed up and again defeated at Kora by 
Majoi Carnac. A campaign of less than a year bi ought the Empeior 
and the Vazir, the highest de jure authorities in Hindustan; to the 
feet of the English. At this moment Lord Clive returned to India 
with a commission to reform abuses in the Company's service; and to 
revise their relations with the country powers His policy was to 
establish the Biitish Power in India on a secure base without effecting 
any revolution m the politics of the country; oi openly opposing its 
established rulerS; which might show the English in the light of lebels 
before the eyes of the people And now the results of the victory at 
Buxar gave into his hands the means of establishing a system of relations 
between the English; the Emperor and the Vazir, which was destined to 
have vast and far-reaching consequences A treaty was concluded at 
Allahabad in 176 O; and the friendship of the two vanquished rulers was 
seemed by the most geneious terms All the territories of the Vazir 


nM 
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conquered by the English weie restoied to him/ with the exception of 
the distiicis of Kora and Allahabad^ which wei’e ceded to the Emperor 
^as a loyal demesne for the snppoifc of his dignity and expenses 
The Tazlr had to pay 50 IdlJis of iiipees to the English by way of 
indemnity and had to confiim Raja Ealwant Sing, wEo had helped 
the English against him, in the zaminddrl of Benaies and Ghazipiir 
for an annual tub ate of 2*2 IdUis oi rupees. The Empeiojr gi anted to 
the East India Company the Blvdnl, %,e , the right of collecting and 
receiving the revenues of Bengal, Bihai and Oiissa, while he was to 
leceive a yearly tribute of 26 IdhhB of lupees fiom the Company as 
the Blvdn of the said pi evinces. The Nawab was reappointed to the 
Y%zdiat at the recommendation of Lord Clive. In com ting the friend- 
ship of the Vazlr Ciive bad thiee ends in view. Firstly it was 
necessary to secuie some influential paity who could represent the 
interests of the East India Company at the Royal Comt, for though 
beieft of all real power, the name of the Great Mu gh al, like that of 
the Roman Emperoi in Mediaeval Euiope, still cairied weight through- 
out the land Secondly, his dominions were the sole hauler between 
the Mahrattas and RohiHas and the British possessions m Bengal, and 
he was one of the most powerful chiefs of Hindustan. If he would 
secure then frontiers against troublesome neighbouis, the English 
would be relieved of a heavy burden in men and money. As to the 
Emperor, no reliance could be placed on him, fickle and thioneless, 
whom every upstait power aspired to diaw into its influence. Thirdly, 
his name could be used to lend a semblance of authority for all 
the political transactions of the English. The Vazlr thus became a 
dependent ally of the Biitish : he could not daie turn against them, 
for the British troops, lent to him foi the protection of his dominions 
and suppoited at his cost, could at any time be employed to coeice 
him. It was this Biitish influence which pi evented him fiom followung 
the Emperor when in 1771 he left the protection of the Company, 
notwithstanding theii strong piotests, and allowed the Mahrattas to seat 
him on the throne of his ancestors at Delhi. 

During the ^six years, 1765-71, that Shah ^Alam resided at 
Allahabad Shuja^uM-Daulah lived, not at the Royal Court, but eithei at 
Fyzabad which was the capital of his dominions, or at Lucknow. The 
Emperor having really no Empire, his Vazlr had no important duties 
to fulfil ; such nominal duties as the Emperoi chose to entrust to him 
were performed by the A’ati Nawab MuniiuM-Daulah. On his 
depaiture to Delhi, Shah ^Alam ceded the provinces of Kora and 
Allahabad to the Mahrattas. The English however considering that by 
this act of alienation they had reverted to the oiiginal donors, transfezied 
them to the Vazlr on payment of 50 lakhs of rupees. The most im- 
portant event that maiked the last year of Shu3a‘u^d-Daulah^s hfe was 
his conquest and annexation of Rohilkhand with the help of British 
tioops in 1774 In the following yeai he died. The title of Vazlr 
remained hereditary in his house, chiefly thiough the influence of the

APPENDIX C- 

The Chauth. 

The word cliauih is Sanskiit; and means a fourth part It was 
popularly applied to the fourth part of the revenue of a district; which 
the Mahrattas demanded as the price of its exemption from plundei. 
But its history is so inextiicably bound up with that of another impost 
called 8inlpsmnkhlj that the two cannot be consideied apart; and with- 
out saying something of the histoiy of the latter Though the Deccan 
had come under the power of the Muslim conquerors as eaily as the 
beginning of the 14th centuiyj they interfered but little in its internal 
admmistiation. Even later when independent Muhammadan kingdoms 
sprang up in southern India; the levenue system of thecountiy lemained 
exactly the same as it had been under the ancient Hindu Eajas. Indeed 
some of the foims of land tenure which prevailed then are said to 
have survived fiom pie Aryan Dravidian days, e. g, BifAeMuhlil Watan, 
Thus it came about that in the Mahratta country the Hindus weie not 
only employed by their Muhammadan luleis in high offices; but the 
collection of revenue was allowed to lemain entirelv in their hands 
Theie were difteient grades of these levenue officers; each district being 
in the charge of a Besmukhga, who received Strdesrnuhhl^ oi a tenth 
of the revenue; as his dues This was supposed to eovei the cost of 
collection and to defray the expense of the troops which he was lequiied 
to maintain in older to ensure peace and tranquillity in his district 
The DesmukJigas were also lequiied to place a ceitain number of tioops 
at the disposal of Muhammadan Suhahddrs and Faujddrs (Executive and 
Police officers) whenever necessary This right to lecelve the tenth of 
the levenue of adistiiet m lieu of service was called Sn desmulhl IFatan. 
Over and above this the BesmuLhf/as weie sometimes lewarded with 
large jdglrs by their Muhammadan masters; and in course of time many 
influential Mahiatta families came to enjoy this piivilege. The system 
of revenue administration by Hindu officials continued till the beginning 
of the 17th centuiy when it began gradually to be superseded by the 
Mu gh al system of revenue cellectioU; as the conquests of the Mughals 
extended in the Deccan. But during the reign of Shah Jahan in 1650 
Sivaji; the founder of the Mahratta Power; petitioned the Empeior for 
the giant of the SirdesmukJil ot certain districts in the kingdom of 
Bijapui conqueied by the MughalS; on the giound that his ancestois had 
enjoyed the light in those districts under their foimer luleis. This was 
the first time that such a right was demanded within the limits of 
the Mughal Empire; and nothing came of it. In no way di scour ged by 
this iailuie the Mahratta Chief peisisted in his demand Th^ demand 
became a threat; when, after eaptming some hill foits fiom Bijapui; he 
began to raid the bordeis of the Mughal Empiie But success did not 
long attend him .the fortresses were retaken by the Mughal Geneial 
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whom the Emperor sent to punish him, and being haid pressed, he was 
compelled to sue for peace. In 1666 a Convention was concluded 
between him and the Mu gh al Geneial, Raja Jai Sing, by which Sivaji 
surrendered all his foits m exchange for the giant of ^ijdqlr fiom the 
Mu gh al Emperor and of the Sirdesmulhl IFatan, to which he added a 
new demand foi a fouith of the revenue of certain districts of the Deccan 
undei the name of ClimUli. (This is the fiist mention of Chanth we find 
in history.) Aurangzeb met the demand with an invitation to Delhi. 
Once there the guest soon found himself a piisoner, but contiived to 
escape to the Deccan He now detei mined to collect Cliauth and 
Si) desmukhl from the unprotected portions of the Southern States of the 
Deccan and fiom the out-lying cities and distiicts of the Mughal Empne. 
Those which paid the impost, which now assumed the character of black- 
mail, were spaied, while those which refused tasted fire and swoid fiom 
his predatoiy bands. He stoimed the rich city of Surat and ruthlessly 
sacked it, extorting laige sums of money fiom the English and Dutch 
factoiies. In 1668 Sivaji realised Ghauth from the kingdoms of Bijapur 
and Golconda. 

Thus the beginning and development of Cliauth coincides with the 
rise and advance of the Mahiatta Power. At the death of Aurangzeb 
the Mughal Empiie, which only a succession of strong ruleis had made 
a living and united force, entered upon its steady decline, and as steadily 
the Mahiatta confedeiacy gamed in strength till it was consolidated by 
the Peshwa^ Balaji Visvanath In 1719, acting on behalf of his master 
Saha, the Mahratta King, he took advantage of the tioubles which beset 
the Mu gh al Empire to extort from Fariukh Siyar and Muhammad Shah, 
thiough their Vazh* Sayyid Husain ^Ali, a grant of the Chauih and 
Strdesmulld of the whole of the Deccan. Under the terms of this giant 
Baja Sahu was to keep a body of 15,000 horse ready at the disposal of 
the Mughal governors, Fau'jddrs and other officeis in charge of 
the Deccan. 

The Ghauth though similar in its origin and in other respects to the 
Sirdesmuhhl was, in its incidents and conditions unlike the latter not a 
^ watau^ or service tenure^, but a payment for undertaking the protec- 
tion of the country against lawlessness within and attacks f i om without. 
The last condition is most important, for it brought the Ghautk-^^jm^ 
districts under the Mahiatta protectorate, whmh, as was only to be ex- 
pected, soon lipened into dominion. But though the Peshwa Balaji 
Visvanath had won fiom the Empeior the Chauih of the Deccan, the 
ceutidl government being weak and the piovinces more or less independ- 
ent of the throne at Delhi, the Mahiattas could not entei into their 
lights without a struggle. It was not till 1728 that the Nizam, being 
hard pi essed, ratified the Imperial grant and paid a lai ge «5um as the 
Chauih of his dominions, though he did not allow the Mahiattas to

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interfere with the internal regulation of his state But the lest of the 
Deccan^ possessing no cohesion^ fell an easy piey to the Mahrattas^ who 
appointed then own leveniie collectors and continued to realise the 
Chant li from the whole of southern India up to the boideis of Mysore 
Needless to say they themselves assessed the levenue of the provinces 
but with such arbitiariness^ that what was still modestly called Chanth 
often exceeded the half and even equalled the whole of the i eal revenue. 
Thus the Cliauth gave both a plea and a sanction to the Mahiattas little 
by little to extend theii supremacy ovei the whole of the Mu gh al Empire, 
as one piece aftei anothei of the crumbling fabiic was snatched away to 
build then own dominion At last about the middle of the ISth centuiy 
they wrung from the Empeior a formal grant of Chauth of the whole of 
his nominal Empiie The piovinces which were well-organised and 
stiong enough to lesist escaped after a shoH struggle These weie 
Bengal^ Oudh^ the Doab^ the Nizam's Dominion^, Mysoie^ etc. But the 
gi eater pait of the Indian Empire came under the diiect rule of the 
Mahiattas, whose powei reached its culminating point in 1759 Then 
came the gieat catastiophe of Panipat (17G1) when Ahmad Shah Abdali 
swooped down fiom Afghanistan and joining with the Muhammadan 
princes of Hindustan dealt them a deadly blow^ sweeping befoie him the 
hoides of the Mahiattas^ cutting down some 200^000 and dnvmg the 
remamdei headlong into the Deccan Hencefoiward the Mahi’attas were 
practically confined wuthin tne limits of then own territory and their 
levy of Chauth became less and less frequent : their immediate neigh- 
bours still suffeied oecasionallyj when they ventuied abioad on some 
plundering or w^ailike expedition Slowly their stiength ebbed away- 
and with it the Chauth disappeaied from the histoiy of India
